The citizens of Falmouth, assembled in annual town 
meeting, desire to express sincere gratitude to Mrs. Eliza R. 
Chute and to her brother, Mr. Elijah Kent Swift, for their 
generous gift to the Town of five large American Elm trees 
planted by them on the Falmouth Village Green in the Fall 
of 1945. These trees adequately replace others lost through 
storm damage, and provide an added beauty which happily 
carries on the fine spirit of civic interest and appreciation so 
well exemplified by the great-grandfather of the present do- 
nors, Elijah Swift, who planted for the town in 1832 the orig- 
inal Elms on the same site, most of which survive today, and 
help to make the Falmouth Village Green a civic asset unex- 
celled.

Meeting duly published and posted as directed, the voters 
met at the Henry W. Hall School Auditorium on Tuesday, 
May 28th at 7:30 o’clock P. M. to act upon the articles con- 
tained therein :—

At 7:30 o’clock the meeting was called to-order by the 
Moderator, Milford R. Lawrence. The necessary number of 
town meeting members to constitute a quorum for this meet- 
ing was 112. At 7:40 o’clock 121 town meeting members were 
counted and a quorum declared. 


Art. 1. To see if the Town will vote to transfer from 
Excess and Deficiency Account to Central Avenue, Chap.

Maintenance appropriation, the sum of $334 as a credit to 
offset deficit in State and County allotments.

Unanimous vote, a quorum being present.

Sir: 

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Falmouth for the period from 
July 29, 1945, the date of the previous audit, to August 24, 
1946, and report thereon as follows: 

The records of financial transactions of the several de- 
partments receiving or disbursing money for the town, or 
committing bills for collection, were examined, checked and 
verified by comparison with the reports and records in the 
office of the town accountant. 

The accountant’s ledger was analyzed, the appropriation 
accounts being checked to the town clerk’s record of town 
meeting votes. The transfers from the reserve fund were 
compared with the records of the finance committee and the 
recorded receipts and payments were checked with the treas- 
urer’s cash book. 

A trial balance was taken off proving the ledger accounts 
to be in balance, and a balance sheet showing the financial 
condition of the town on August 24, 1946 was prepared and 
is appended to this report. 

The work of the town accountant has been performed ac- 
curately and efficiently. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The cash book was footed 
and the recorded receipts were checked with the records of 
the several departments collecting money for the town and 
with other sources from which money was paid into the town 
treasury, while the payments were checked with the war- 
rants authorizing the treasurer to disburse town funds. 

The cash on hand on August 24, 1946 was verified by 
actual count, and the bank balances were reconciled with 
statements furnished by the bank of deposit. 

The debt and interest payments were checked with the 
amounts falling due and with the cancelled securities on file. 
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The records of tax titles held by the town were exam- 
ined and checked in detail. The additions to the tax title ac- 
count were compared with the collector’s records, the re- 
demptions and foreclosures were verified, and the tax titles 
on hand were listed, reconciled with the accountant’s ledger, 
and checked with the records in the Registry of Deeds. 

The records of tax possessions were checked, the fore- 
closures being proved and the possessions on hand being list- 
ed and reconciled with the accountant’s ledger. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investments of the trust, investment, and retirement funds 
in the custody of the town treasurer and the trustees were 
examined and listed, the income being proved and the trans- 
fers to the town, as well as the expenditures, being verified. 

The books and records of the tax collector were exam- 
ined and checked in detail. The taxes outstanding accord- 
ing to the previous audit and all subsequent commitments 
were audited and reconciled with the warrants of the as- 
sessors. The recorded collections were compared with the 
payments to the treasurer and with the town accountant’s 
books; the abatements, as recorded, were checked with the 
assessor’s record of abatements granted; and the outstand- 
ing accounts were listed and reconciled with the town ac- 
countant’s ledger. 

The outstanding accounts were verified by mailing no- 
tices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the 
books as owing money to the town, and from the replies re- 
ceived it appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 

The town clerk’s records of receipts from dog, sporting 
and other licenses were examined and checked, the payments 
to the State and to the town treasurer being verified. 


The selectmen’s records of licenses and permits issued 
were examined and checked in detail. The license stubs were 
checked with the cash book entries, the cash book was an- 
alyzed, and the payments to the treasurer were compared 
with the treasurer’s and the accountant’s books. The records 
of liquor licenses issued were checked with information ob- 
tained from the Alcoholic Beverages Control Commission. 
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The records of departmental accounts receivable were 
examined and checked. The commitments were proved, the 
recorded payments to the treasurer were compared with the 
treasurer’s cash book, the abatements were checked with the 
records in the departments authorized to grant such abate- 
ments, and the outstanding accounts were listed and recon- 
ciled with the accountant’s ledger. 

The records of the water department accounts receivable 
were examined and checked in detail. The commitments 
were analyzed and compared with the water registrar’s re- 
ports to the town treasurer and the town accountant. 

The cash book was analyzed, the refunds, abatements 
and discounts were verified, the liened accounts added to 
taxes were proved, the payments to the treasurer were veri- 
fied and the outstanding accounts were listed, verified by 
mailing notices to a number of consumers, and reconciled 
with the accountant’s ledger. 

In addition to the departments and accounts mentioned, 
the books and accounts of the sealer of weights and measures, 
and of the plumbing inspector, as well as of the police, fire, 
health, school and library departments, were examined and 
checked, the payments to the treasurer being verified. 

The surety bonds of the town officials required by law 
to furnish them for the faithful performance of their duties 
were examined and found to be in proper form. 

In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to 
this report schedules showing a reconciliation of the treasur- 
er’s and the tax collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, tax 
title, tax possession, departmental and water accounts, as 
well as schedules showing the transactions and condition of 
the trust, investment, and retirement funds. 

For the cooperation received from the several town of- 
ficials during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of 
my assistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

Immunized against Diphtheria (3 inoculations) 95 
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Having reached the retirement age, Dr. T. L. Swift, who 
had been inspector for a great many years, retired on June 
1, 1946 and Harold O. Hunt, M. D., was appointed in his place. 
At the same time Dr. A. P. Goff, County Health Officer was 
retired and Dr. Frederick P. Moore has since been appointed 
by the County Commissioners to fill this vacancy. 


The annual diphtheria immunization clinics were held 
on October 15, November 5, November 26, and December 17, 
under the supervision of the Health Department, School De- 
partment and Falmouth Nursing Association. The inocula- 
tions were given by Harold O. Hunt, M. D. Sixty-eight pre- 
school children and twenty-seven school children were im- 
munized. This makes a total of 2550 immunizations since 
1923 when the clinics were first started. 


The Regulation requiring all persons desiring to con- 
struct a cesspool to first receive a permit from the Board of 
Health as to the location of such a cesspool is being strictly 
enforced. Fifty-two permits have been issued since August 
16th. 


According to State Regulations all cattle have been test- 
ed and inoculated. All barns have been inspected and a 
complete census taken of all live stock. 


Seventy-six milk and cream samples have been tested 
according to the annual custom and all found to be above 
the state requirement for butter fats. These reports are on 
file in the Health Department and may be seen by anyone 
wishing to do so. 


Water samples have been taken when requested and re- 
ported upon. 


Recreational camps and overnight camps in the town 
have been licensed, and inspected and approved for sanita- 


tion and water supply by the State Department of Public 
Health. 
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All restaurants and stores have been inspected several 
times during the summer and fall and recommended changes 
have been made when requested to do so. All complaints 
have been investigated and taken care of. 


Culture tubes, all serums and vaccines are kept in a 
freezing unit in the Health Department and are available 
at all times to the physicians of the town. 


This department wishes to thank the physicians of Fal- 
mouth, Dr. Julius Kelley and his staff at the Barnstable 
County Sanatorium, all County Health Officers, Dr. Harold 
W. Stevens, District Health Officer for the State Depart- 
ment, the School Department, Falmouth Nursing Association, 
and all other agencies that have co-operated with us, for 
their support and assistance during the year.

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Report of the Ambulance Committee 


To the Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Falmouth. 


Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the annual report of the Ambu- 
lance Committee, Chairman, Chief Ray D. Wells, Dr. Thomas 
A. Wiswall, Dr. Harold O. Hunt, Deputy Chief George Ferris 
and Marian L. Dodge, Secretary, for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1946. 


The Committee regrets the absence of Acting Chief Will- 
iam H. Denham, who retired after many years of faithful 
service. 


Chief Ray D. Wells returned from the Armed Forces to 
resume his chairmanship. 


The ambulance made 194 trips, covering 12,049 miles, 
using 1,091 gallons of gas and 56 quarts of oil. 175 residents 
and 18 non-residents were transported. 18 patients were 
transported for Public Welfare, 14 for the Police Department, 
1 for Soldiers’ Relief and 10 for Old Age Assistance recipi- 
ents—making a total of $245.00 to be charged to the town— 
no fees collected.

Six meetings were held during the year. 


After some discussion at the December meeting it was 
voted to charge a flat rate for transportation to surround- 
ing hospitals—namely: to Hyannis $10.—to Wareham $10.— 
to New Bedford $15.—to Boston $25. for residents—this fee 
to be doubled for non-residents—also charge for Driver’s and 
Nurse’s meals to be included if trips occur during their regu- 
lar meal hour. 


Chief Wells felt there should be an extra ambulance 
driver to relieve on the present driver’s days off so it was 
voted to include salary for an extra man in our budget for 
1947. Also included in this budget is a request for $500. to 
be used to pay uncollectible physicians fees. 


As there has been much business concerning a new am- 
bulance the following is Chief Wells’ report on the situation: 


“In December of 1944, Wm. J. Troy Company submitted a 
letter to your Committee, wherein they advised that ‘they 
sold (meaning the ambulances) from $3,800 to $4,000 in 1942 
fully equipped and delivered.’ Upon this estimate the Com- 
mittee based its request for a $4,000 appropriation. The ap- 
propriation was made by the town—at the following town 
meeting. 


On March Ist, bids were asked for, specifications were 
prepared, and were duly advertised. On March 5th, an au- 
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thorization was requested from the Office of Defense Trans- 
portation, to purchase said ambulance. 


On March 23, 1945, one bid was received from the Troy 
Company for a net price of $3,200. plus the turning in of the 
old ambulance. 


On March 27th, 1945, the Meteor Motor Car Company of 
Piqua, Ohio, acknowledged our deposit for $100.00 and our 
order for a post war model Meteor Cadillac ambulance. This 
order was accepted by Mr. George C. Butah, Sales Manager. 
This acceptance stated in part, “it is understood and agreed 
that at the time the Meteor post war models are announced, 
. you will be furnished specifications, prices and terms together 
with a revised contract.” It was also understood that if we 
did not wish to complete the transaction our deposit of $100 
would be returned. 


No further action on this contract was completed until 
May 30, 1946, when a set of specifications, terms and prices 
were submitted to the Ambulance Committee for consider- 
ation. On that date the price of the ambulance plus access- 
ories etc. was given at $4,610 with a trade in allowance of 
$800 for our present ambulance which with the deposit made 
a net cost to the Town of $3,710. This order ‘started con- 
struction presumably. 


On or about November 27th, the Chief was notified that 
the ambulance was ready for delivery. Inquiring as to the 
price submitted in May of this year, he was informed that 
the price of the ambulance had increased from $4,610. to 
$4,864. with accessories $5,185.50 plus freight of $125.00—it 
would amount to a total of $5,310.50. 


Deducting $100. deposit and $800. allowance for our am- 
bulance, the net price to the Town was now $4,410.50. There 
was only $3,900. in the appropriation. This prohibited the 
Committee from accepting the ambulance because it is il- 
legal to exceed an appropriation. The figure was now $700. 
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higher than the amount agreed upon in May, and $500. great- 
er than the appropriation. 


The case was referred to Town Counsel Mr. John P. 
Sylvia, Jr., and upon his advice the Committee refused to ac- 
cept this ambulance. Mr. Sylvia then obtained the return 
of the $100. deposit. 


Since that time the Committee has learned that ac- 
companying other raises in prices of goods, the prices of am- 
bulances have taken a material jump. We are informed that 
they are not sure whether the prices are yet stabilized how- 
ever, the latest inquiry reveals that an ambulance will now 
cost very near $7,000. for the type and kind this Committee 
desires. 


As a result this Committee is requesting the Town to con- 
sider, in the coming Town meeting, appropriating the addi- 
tional sum of $3,000. for the purpose of purchasing a new 
ambulance to replace the present worn out ambulance which 
has traveled very close to 100,000 miles.”

Herewith submitted is my annual report as Building 
Commissioner of the Town of Falmouth for the year ending 
December 31, 1946. 


The entire year has been a busy one, as the following 
monthly statements show. A reference to the comparison 
of previous years will indicate that both construction and 
valuation are on the up grade. 


During the year of 1946 there were 229 permits issued 
for both new construction and alterations, the total estimated 
cost of which was $490,522.00, separated as follows: Dwell- 
ings—$305,237.00; Private Garages—$9,200.00; Commercial 
Buildings—$63,300.00; Accessory Buildings—$12,045.00; Alter- 
ations—$100,740.00. 


Forty-five hearings were held during the year before 
the Board of Selectmen and Board of Appeals for special per- 
mits and variances of the Zoning By-Laws.

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Report of Highway Surveyor 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit my report of work done on the highways 
for the year 1946. 


Extensive new damage was done to Menauhant Road by 
the November 23rd storm, after it had been previously re- 
paired from the damage caused by the hurricane. This new 
damage was repaired with Chapter 90 funds under Highway 
Department Supervision. 


Eight thousand feet of road was built at Central Avenue, 
Menauhant, under Chapter 90 Maintenance which completes 
the rebuilding of this road for a distance of two miles. The 
work was done by the town under the supervision of the 
Highway Surveyor. 


The following new roads have been built by this depart- 
ment during 1946. Hayway Road, for a distance of one mile; 
Sakonnet Road, three tenths of a mile; Old County Road, 
one mile; Forest Street, North Falmouth, one half mile; Mill 
Park Roads, for a distance of approximately one mile; Box- 
berry Hill Road, three tenths of a mile. 


Considerable time and labor has been devoted this year 
to resurfacing and seal coating several town roads. This 
necessary work is of great benefit and the temporary aid 
given each road helps greatly in the preservation of our en- 
tire road system. Our method of resurfacing with pea stone 
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has proved satisfactory. The new surface thus applied has 
stood up in all kinds of weather. Listed are the roads which 
have been seal coated during 1946 with sand and stone: Sip- 
pewissett Road, two miles; Grand Avenue South and Grand 
Avenue North, Falmouth Heights, two miles; Waquoit-East 
End Road, two miles; Quissett Avenue, one mile; Old Silver 
Beach Road, North Falmouth, one mile; Elm Road, one mile; 
Chappaquoit Street and Hog Island Road, Gifford Road, West 
Falmouth, one and one-half miles; Meeting House Road and 
Turner Road, one and one-half miles; Brick Kiln Road, one 
mile; Nye Road, one-half mile; Quissett Harbor Road, one- 
half mile. This makes a total of fourteen miles of restored 
highway. 


Eight hundred feet of Sea Wall at Quissett Harbor has 
been rebuilt by the Highway Department. 


Considerable patching and maintenance has been ne- 
cessary on all roads this year and all roads are now passable 
and in fair condition. All gravel roads have been scraped 
and graded several times during the year and are now in 
first class shape. 


The drains in most streets have been cleaned and kept 
in first class condition. The road at Surf Drive has been 
raised, and this has eliminated the bad drainage area that 
existed. A new drain has also been installed on King Street 
which has eliminated another low area. 


Street Signs have been painted and erected in various 
sections of the town where lettering on old signs had become 
unreadable. New signs have been erected where needed. 
This work is continued every year. 


Traffic Signs which have formerly been taken care of 
by the Selectmen are now taken care of by the Highway 
Department. 


We have purchased a new grader which is a very great 
asset to the department in the building of mixed-in-place 
roads and has proved most useful in expediting our work. 
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The steel work on Great Pond Bridge and Chappaquoit 
Island Bridge has been painted, which was very necessary, 
as they were in a very bad condition. 


Wooden and cement railings in different sections of the 
town have been painted where needed and this work is con- 
tinued from year to year. 


The snow and ice removal has been taken care of and 
cleaned up in the usual way. 


In conclusion may I say that the department’s equip- 
ment is in fairly good shape. 


I want to express my thanks and appreciation to the 
heads of all departments and to my entire personnel for the 
splendid cooperation I have received throughout the year.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden

Gentlemen: 

On June 3rd, 1946, the undersigned reported to your 
Board of Selectmen and advised that he was applying for 
reinstatement as Forest Fire Warden for the Town of Fal- 
mouth having completed his Military leave of absence. He 
was informed by you that he should assume the duties and 
that an official request for confirmation and approval of 
the reinstatement would be made to the Massachusetts State 
Commissioner of Conservation. This confirmation was re- 
ceived on October 1, 1946. 


Up until May 15, 1946 the activities of this department 
had been handled by William H. Denham, as Forest Warden. 


I hereby submit the report of the Forest Warden for the 
year 1946 as follows:

Upon my return I found that the County Brush Breaker 
had broken down in the fire of April 19th, and repairs were 
made to the apparatus by the County shortly after my re- 
turn to duty. 


Inspection of the other forest fire equipment revealed 
that all of it was of such ancient vintage and so worn out, 
that it was practically useless. The three trucks should be 
junked, or otherwise disposed of. The oldest one was 24 
years old and the other two were 20 years old, they had seen 
considerable service. 


As a result of this, bids were requested for the purpose 
of purchasing a new forest fire truck chassis. One bid was 
obtained from the Falmouth Auto Sales Company and a 
sturdy all-wheel-drive power truck was delivered. Forest 
fire fighting equipment that could be used on the truck was 
transferred and the old chassis was sold for old material. 


It was found that there was some money left in the ap- 
propriation and the writer, after consulting with, and receiv- 
ing the approval of the Board of Selectmen, bid in for $350.00 
on a surplus armored scout car and obtained such a vehicle 
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for forest fire fighting purposes, from the War A.A. Usable 
forest fire fighting equipment was transferred to this vehicle 
which it is believed will prove to be satisfactory for fighting 
and extinguishing woods fires in the future. The writer be- 
lieves it can perform in the same terrain that can be covered 
by the County Brush Breaker. The old trucks were disposed 
of by sale of old material. The two new trucks were equipped 
with mobile radio units. 


After assuming office, the undersigned made a careful 
investigation of conditions in the woodlands of the Town, 
and he wishes to report that the conditions are extremely 
dangerous due to the additional hazards of the “blow downs” 
caused by the last hurricane. He was also, very much sur- 
prised to discover that the system of fire breaks had been 
permitted to grow up and apparently, been neglected so that 
they are at present useless and need considerable attention 
if they are to continue to be beneficial to the Town in the 
event of a forest fire. As a result of this, I am asking for a 
larger sum for this purpose. 


The undersigned wishes to report that since his return 
he has received requests to burn off grass and other debris 
on private estates or property. Many of these requests had 
to be refused owing to the fact that there isn’t a sufficient 
number of permanent firemen to do this work and still main- 
tain a crew in the Stations to respond to an alarm of fire. 
The undersigned could be very severely criticized if fire broke 
out and a delay occurred in responding to the alarm, because 
the firemen were “out burning grass”. It is also, the opinion 
of the undersigned that funds are not appropriated for this 
purpose. If the property owner would have his grass mowed 
or cut down by the use of a scythe for at least 35 feet from 
a building and the combustible debris is removed from under 
the houses or piazzas, there would be little or no hazard of a 
building catching fire from a grass fire. The undersigned 
however, will be glad to supervise any burning that an owner 
wishes to do and co-operate as far as he can with private 
owners. 
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Since the return of the undersigned the patrol has been 
maintained on dangerous fire days and fires have been Kept 
to a minimum. 


The undersigned is returning to the practice of only us- 
ing callmen and Juniors in forest fire work, and any men 
who were not definitely put to work by the undersigned or 
his Deputies were not paid for forest fire labor. This practice 
will continue in the future and persons responding to forest 
fires will not be placed on the payroll unless they have re- 
ported to the Forest Warden or the Deputies, and their serv- 
ices accepted by such officers. It is expected that upon the 
sounding of the signal for a brush fire that the available 
callmen will respond to their apparatus.

Sir: 


In compliance with departmental orders, I hereby sub- 
mit my annual report in connection with the Fire Alarm 
System for which I am responsible. 


During the past year I have replaced one of the old type 
Fire Alarm box with a new box at Megansett, and have ex- 
tended the fire alarm loop approximately one thousand feet 
south on Scranton Avenue, and installed a Fire Alarm box 
near the Falmouth Marine Railways. 


I have had the usual amount of equipment transfers 
during the past year due to the setting of new poles by the 
Cape and Vineyard Electric and the New England Telephone 
Companies. 


The trees along the fire alarm circuits should be trim- 
med out this year as this has not been done since the Sep- 
tember hurricane of 1944. 


All Fire Alarm boxes should be painted this coming year, 
as it has been several years since this work was done. 


The Main Street section of the Fire Alarm loop should be 
gone over and pulled up and some sections replaced with new 
wire. 


I would suggest that the loop across the field at the rear 
of Howard Johnson’s on Scranton Avenue, which comes out 
near the Bellows on Falmouth Heights Road, be replaced 
with a new loop on East Main Street from Scranton Avenue 
to the Heights Corner. I have found that the three poles a- 
cross the field are in poor condition and‘it will cost less to 
do it this way. 


The radio system is working very good, and has in my 
opinion been money well spent by the Town. 
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The Traffic Lights at the Quissett four corners are still 
giving trouble, I intend to remedy this situation just as soon 
as the parts that are needed are available from the factory. 

I have as in the past been called upon to assist the dif- 
ferent departments of the Town in an electrical capacity.

REPORT OF MECHANIC 


Chief Ray D. Wells 
Falmouth Fire Department 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Sir: 


In accordance with the rules of the department, I here- 
by submit the following report. The report starts June is 
1946 when I took over the work of mechanic for the depart- 
ment. 

This report is very extensive as considerable work had 
to be done on every piece of apparatus, including the ambu- 
lance and chief’s car. 

First in the Ladder Truck a worn gear in the trans- 
mission and power take-off, were replaced, the rear end was 
taken down, a loose pinion and other minor repairs made at 
that time. New brake linings will be put in when they have 
been received. 

In Engine 1 the booster for the brakes was repaired, the 
speedometer sent to the factory to be repaired and is now 
back in the truck. Other minor details have been taken care 
of with the exception of a bearing knock. 

Engine 5 has been checked, cleaned crank case, oil filter, 
a new gasket was put in the manifold, new exhaust pipe and 
new battery was installed. The auxiliary motor had a crackK- 
ed fitting in the cooling system and was repaired, the aux- 
iliary pump was repacked. This pump is in very bad condi- 
tion and should be replaced with a new unit. The small 
pump had to be packed so that we could use the main pump, 
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otherwise it would shoot water out through the small pump, 
this packing will not stay any length of time due to scored 
shaft and worn pump. 

Tank 1 needs a new radiator, also new tires for the front 
wheels. 

Ladder 2 has had motor universals and rear end checked, 
crank case and oil filter cleaned. 

Engine 2 checked motor universals and rear end, put in 
new exhaust manifold gaskets. 

Engine 4 has been checked, the timing gear shaft has 
been tightened, the front wheels have been balanced. There 
is a chipped pinion in the rear end, which has been fixed 
temporarily, but should have a new pinion and master gear. 
The brakes have been relined and the drums smoothed, the 
tail shaft bearing and universal joint have been replaced, 
also put in a new battery. This truck will be painted as soon 
as possible. 

Engine 3 has been checked in the motor universals and 
rear end. A new exhaust pipe has been put in, also a gasket 
in the manifold. The pump and valves have been tightened 
and packed. 

Service Truck has had a new motor put in it at my sug- 
gestion. 

Chief’s car has had a new motor put in it, also the trans- 
mission has been overhauled. 

In January the ambulance had a motor tune-up, a new 
drive shaft bearing and universal, new brake linings and 
shoes, found two cracked shoes in rear wheel, new center- 
control arm, pin, bushing and tie rod ends in front end. Im- 
proved circulation in hot water heaters, front and back plus 
a new thermostat. 

Hose 1 and 3 have been replaced by new chassis.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


Activities of the department, prior to June 3rd, this year, 
were under the former Deputy Chief, William H. Denham, as 
Acting Chief of the department, now retired. After approx- 
imately four years, on “Military leave of absence” with the 
armed forces during the war, I was re-instated to active com- 
mand of the department on June 3rd, 1946. 


At this point I desire to correct an error in the report of 
1942, this error could have some bearing, to my detriment, on 
my service record with the department. The record in ques- 
tion states as follows, “at a special meeting held October 29, 
1942, Chief resigned as Chief of department to enter the arm- 
ed forces’”—This record should read as follows; “at a special 
meeting held October 29, 1942, Chief Wells advised the Board 
of Engineers that he had requested, of the Board of Select- 
men, a Military leave of absence to enter the armed forces, 
and that such a leave was granted”. There has never been 
any thought, nor did the question arise, on my part, that I 
was resigning as. Chief of department to enter the armed 
forces. Subsequent Town meeting reports appears to indi- 
cate that this situation is correct because it was noted that 
William H. Denham was carried on the records as Acting 
Chief. 


This situation applies to all permanent men who were 
granted a leave of absence to enter the armed forces for the 
war. These men were Capt. Albert B. Mullen, Lts. Leighton 
F. Peck and Robert W. Donnelly and Fireman Joseph P. Goud- 
reau. Capt. Mullen is still in the Navy service. Lt. Donnelly 
has not as yet requested re-instatement. Lt. Peck and Fire- 
man Goudreau have become re-instated. 


Upon my return to duty, I found that the position of 
Master Mechanic had not been filled by a permanent man, 
and a daily checking, and inspection, by a mechanic, was 
not being undertaken. I immediately inspected, carefully, 
all equipment in the department and found that most of 
the equipment needed attention and repairs at once. Upon 
my recommendation, the Board of Engineers appointed Lt. 
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Joseph P. Rose, Jr., as acting Master Mechanic and since the 
date of his appointment he has been kept busy bringing the 
equipment and apparatus back to normal efficiency. In two 
instances it was necessary to take apparatus to the factory 
for major repairs; this was Ladder No. 1, and Engine No. 4. 
Also, it was necessary to engage the services of a factory me- 
chanic to assist Lt. Rose in doing some of the work that was 
needed. The program at present has not been completed, 
due, principally, to lack of funds. A reference to Lt. Rose’ 
report as Master Mechanic will give detailed information on 
this work. 


There are at present, seven vacancies in the department 
held by temporary firemen. A civil service examination was 
given this year, but, through what I consider an unfair me- 
thod of marking the papers, none of the men, who took the 
examination made the grade. A second examination is to 
be held in February of the coming year. It is hoped that 
the Fire department personnel will be appointed on a perma- 
nent basis as a result of this examination, and that the full 
number of men alloted to the department will be on a per- 
manent basis. 


All men now on temporary appointment will undoubted- 
ly take the Civil Service Examination and appointment of a 
permanent nature will be made from the list submitted by 
the Civil Service Commissioner to the Board of Engineers. 
Request for same has been made. 


Since my return the only fire of a serious nature was the 
so-called Cumming’s fire at Falmouth Heights where an oc- 
cupant of the dwelling was seriously burned and has since 
recovered. At this fire the fighting of fire by the use of so- 
called Fog Spray at close quarters was used and it has been 
continued in use since. Three companies are equipped and 
it is hoped that the remaining Companies will be equipped 
and trained in the coming year. 


The Board of Engineers have completed the Company 
assignment to the full number of ten, appointing former Jun- 
ior Callmen who were in the department and left to serve 
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their country during the war. I am very glad indeed to ob- 
tain the services of these experienced men. 


The equipment purchased for pumping out cellars and 
other flooded areas has been used considerably and is a need- 
ed addition to the Department. 


Outside of the explosion in Onset last summer, this de- 
partment has not responded to any out of Town fires. 


With the approval of the Board of Engineers I have ap- 
pointed Acting Capt. M. R. C. MacWhinnie, as head of the 
Fire Inspection Division and wish to commend him for his 
excellent work. Lieut. J. P. Rose has been appointed as Act- 
ing Master Mechanic, until further notice and he has given 
very satisfactory services to date in this work. He has had a 
difficult situation to contend with and has worked extra time 
to bring the apparatus up to proper efficiency because this 
department was greatly handicapped due to war time short- 
ages and in many cases the impossibility in obtaining worn 
out and needed parts. 


I wish to commend the excellent work that has been done 
by Acting Supt. of Fire Alarm Arthur C. Eastman, Jr. He has 
been able to maintain the Alarm System on a high level of 
efficiency and in addition to that work, he has given invalu- 
able aid to Master Mech. Div. in making much needed re- 
pairs or replacements. Upon Lt. Leighton F. Peck’s re- 
instatment I appointed him as Department Drill Master, due 
to the fact that Lt. Peck was an instructor in Navy Fire 
Fighting and Salvage as well as an officer in charge of Fire 
Fighting Equipment in France. Opportunity has not been 
given as yet to fully instruct and train all department mem- 
bers, because cold weather and other duties prevented this 
work, however, the results of such training as has been ac- 
complished is quite satisfactory and the work of Lt. Peck has 
my hearty approval and commendation. 


All regular and temporary officers and firemen on duty 
at this writing has shown a high degree of efficiency, ex- 
cellent morale, and it is with my sincerest appreciation that I 
extend my thanks and commendation to them. 
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In the coming year, I am informed, it is the intention 
of the members of the permanent force to request a change 
in the number of hours of work for firemen. This movement 
or request has my hearty approval. Practically all of the 
firemen are family men and it is only human and decent 
that they should be allowed to have their home life, the same 
way as other workers, either in the Government or outside 
of it. It should be noted that the Police Department which 
is a department for emergencies, operates on a 48-hour a week 
basis, but because of the fact that firemen are required to 
man and instantly respond with equipment and with top ef- 
ficiency without advance notice, these men put in many ex- 
tra hours on duty, and therefore, their request should receive 
favorable consideration in my opinion. If the Town acts 
favorably and grants the 70-hour per week request, this will 
mean that eight additional firemen will be needed. This giv- 
ing an opportunity to veterans to become employed. 


It is recommended that the Board of Engineers give this 
question their consideration at the earliest moment. 


In addition to the undersigned being re-instated on the 
Board of Engineers, I wish to report that Delmar R. Jenkins, 
a Navy Veteran, was re-instated on the Board this year. 


My sincere thanks and appreciation to the members of 
the Board of Engineers is hereby extended.

I wish to take this opportunity to thank the voters of the 
Town for their favorable consideration of my request of ‘last 
year that two more patrolmen be added to this Department. 
In comparing this report with that of last year it is obvious 
that this increase in personnel was warranted and that the 
desired results were obtained in that the total number of ar- 
rests increased 25%, the mileage covered by patrol cars was 
increased 53% and the number of houses inspected was in- 
creased by 49% with the result that there were only half as 
many breaks during the past year as in the previous year. 


In addition to the two veterans appointed to meet these 
requirements two more veterans were appointed to fill the 
vacancies caused by the leave of absence of Set. Arthur F. 
Hamilton and the retirement of Chester H. Lawrence who, 
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after 25 years of service, retired last October. It has become 
the policy of this Department to start new patrolmen at a 
salary less than that of regular patrolmen and to provide 
annual increases for the new men until they shall have at- 
tained the maximum of patrolman’s pay. I have therefore 
included in my budget for 1947 an amount sufficient to cover 
this annual increase to which they are entitled. The fact 
that they are worthy of this increase is made evident by their 
ability, and interest shown in their work, and their desire to 
obtain a still better knowledge of the performance of their 
duties by attending regularly the weekly classes at police 
school and the Red Cross school of instruction in first aid. 


In addition to the number of arrests listed above 74 ju- 
veniles were apprehended for minor misdemeanors. I am 
definitely opposed to juvenile court action except in cases of 
a serious nature and/or persistant or repeating violators. A 
very small percentage of these were night time cases which I 
believe is largely due to the variety of wholesome recreation 
provided by the Town at the recently acquired U.S.O. build- 
ing, and for this reason I commend the Directors of the Fal- 
mouth Recreation Center for what they have accomplished 
and their plans for the future extension of this project.

Report of Public Welfare 


The Board of Public Welfare for the year 1946 expended 
$24,559.48 for General Relief. Aid given to cases chargeable 
to other towns, cities, and State amounted to $4,037.87, which 
leaves a net cost of $20,521.51 to the Town of Falmouth. 


The total expenditure of $26,575.00 was dispersed under 
Aid to Dependent Children. We have received $13,915.71 from 
the State and Federal Governments as. reimbursement, 
which leaves a net cost of $12,659.29. 


It is gratifying for us to be able to report that the ex- 
penditure for Public Welfare was the lowest, with the excep- 
tion of 1945, since the Welfare office was established. 


There has been a substantial increase in expenditures 
under the department of Aid to Dependent Children. This 
has been brought about by a larger number of families re- 
ceiving assistance and through substantial increases in State 
Budgets which have become mandatory by legislative action 
during the year. 


At the present time the department has 32 families re- 
ceiving assistance under Aid to Dependent Children. Neces- 
sary medical and surgical care have been given to the chil- 
dren with particular attention given to abnormal conditions 
of the throat, nose, eyes and ears, which are constantly 
stressed as being extremely important by the State authori- 
ties. 


We have expended $4,622.97 as an operating cost of the 
Falmouth Infirmary. We have received as reimbursement 
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from the State and other Towns $1,519.90, leaving a net cost 
of $3,103.07, making an average cost for each person per day 
$1.06. 


We have at the present time 10 persons living at the In- 
firmary. 


The Department deeply appreciates the assistance of the 
Nursing Association, the School Nurse, and the Agent of the

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Report of the Aviation Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: 


The Aviation Committee with the advisory members, 
John P. Sylvia Jr., and Guy A. Ham, held several meetings, 
had various conferences with engineers, airport operators, 
returned veteran aviators of Falmouth, and government and 
State Departments and have made inspections with engin- 
eers of several possible sites for airport operations during the 
year of 1946 to determine the best location for a new airport 
and to give the Town the best air service until the Town has 
its own municipal airport or some definite arrangement is 
made. 


The arrangement with the Coonamessett Ranch Company 
was continued, the Town being a tenant at will of the Coon- 
amessett Ranch Company at a rental of $50.00 per month 
for the airport until August 1, 1946. The committee had 
direct reports from the Navy Department who were using Otis 
Field about one (1) mile North of Coonamessett Airport and 
would not allow the use of Coonamessett for a public air- 
port as it caused a hazard to their flying and training opera- 
tions. For this reason there was no expenditure on Coona- 
messett Airport by the committee excepting the rent and 
the rental arrangement was canceled as of August 1, 1946. 


A lease was made between the committee for the Town 
and Marvin Odom of Falmouth Airport to rent his airport 
facilities at Teaticket, Massachusetts, for one (1) year from 
August 1, 1946, at the rental of $75.00 per month for munici- 
pal airport purposes. 
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The committee employed the firm of Fay, Spofford & 
Thorndike of Boston, as engineers to locate the best site for 
a municipal airport, to prepare plans, reports, and confer 
with the government and State Departments as to the de- 
velopment of a new airport and obtain any financial aid that 
could be had from the government and State. 


The Teaticket site so called, comprising some 225 acres 
of land situated on the Westerly side of Teaticket Path, and 
extending Southerly along the Westerly side of Perch Pond 
and Great Pond to Harrington Street, Maravista, and ex- 
tending Westerly and Northerly to about 500 feet off Route 
28 in Teaticket, has been selected by the committee and 
engineers as the most desirable for the accessibility, near- 
ness to Falmouth Center and Falmouth Heights, the possi- 
bility of developing a sea plane base on the Great Pond side 
and the site that will be the less expensive to construct. 


The land cost is estimated at $30,500.00. The cost of 
construction and engineering to be $58,100.00 of which $29,- 
050.00 has been allocated by the United States as their share 
of the Committee’s Project Request. 


A bill has been passd by the State Legislature authorizing 
the State to pay up to 25 per cent of the land, construction 
and engineering cost of airports as soon as the money is ap- 
propriated. 

The committee feels the Town should take advantage of 
the government and State aid at this time as aviation is 
making a very rapid stride and strongly favored by both the 
government and State. 


The committee will have an unexpended balance of 
$304.79 after all bills are paid to February 1, 1947, and is ask- 
ing an appropriation of $1,200.00 to pay the airport rent, 
insurance and other expenses of the committee for the com- 
ing year.

Within the year 1946, the Bureau of Old Age Assistance 
approved thirty (30) applications, an increase of 53.3% over 
those approved in 1945. As of January 1, 1947, there were 
one hundred and two (102) active cases on record—the 
monthly case load, for the year 1946, averaging 96 cases. 


The increase in expenditures for the past year can be 
attributed to the following. 


1. Liberalization in exemptions. The new law, effective 
January 1, 1946, providing higher exemptions on the income 
of children of Old Age Assistance recipients, has resulted in 
an increase in our case load and a corresponding increase in 
expenditures. Most of the contributions from legally liable 
children to parents have been discontinued. The bureau has 
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been required to meet this deficiency from its own appropria- 
tion. 


2. Increase in fees for medical care. The amount ex- 
pended for this item twice as much as that expended in 
1945. 


8. Revision of State Standard Budget allowances. All 
cases were reviewed and rebudgeted to conform with the fol- 
lowing changes: (a) Effective May 1, 1946—increase in food 
and fuel; (b) Effective October 1, 1946—increase in food, 
clothing, and fuel. . 


To compensate for the steady advance in the cost of liv- 
ing and the expectant growth in its case load, the Bureau of 
Old Age Assistance will essentially need an increase in its 
appropriation for the year 1947.

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Report of the Committee to Investigate 
the School Building Needs 
of the Town 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


This Committee was appointed at the annual Town Meet- 
ing in February 1946 under Article 30. 

“To see if the Town will vote to appoint three 
voters of the town to act with the School Committee 
as a committee to investigate the school building 
needs of the town, and to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for the use of said committee, or take 
any other action in the matter. 

“On request of the School Committee.” 

“Voted, that the Town appoint a committee to 
act with the School Committee as a committee to in- 
vestigate the school building needs of the Town, and 
that $500.00 be raised and appropriated for the use of 
this Committee; said Committee to consist of the fol- 


lowing: 

Herbert E. Hunziker Frances S. Bullock 
Chairman of the Finance Committee 

Herbert I. McLane James M. Pafford 


The Committee met and organized on March 12, 1946 and 
voted that application be made to the proper authorities for 
the use of Federal funds for school building planning, as 
voted by Town Meeting under Article 31. 

The application for Federal funds was approved by the 
Emergency Finance Board of the Commonwealth on March 

15, 1946 and by the Bureau of Community Facilities of the 
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Federal Works Agency on April 2, 1946, and $10,500 was al- 
located to the Town of Falmouth for school building planning.

As discussion with architects progressed it became evi- 
dent that an educational survey was needed. Dr. Jesse B. 
Davis, formerly Dean of the School of Education at Boston

follow this report. 

With the interviewing of architects completed and rec- 
ommendations available from the survey the next step was 
to select an architect. The Committee decided upon Haynes 
and Associates of Fitchburg, Mass., specialists in school house 
planning and construction, as the architects for the proposed 
new high school.

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REPORT TO THE SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 
Falmouth, Massachusetts, October, 1946 
Dr. Jesse B. Davis, Boston Univ., Consultant 


The purpose of this report is to present the results of a 
study of the housing situation with respect to the Junior- 
Senior High School, and to make certain recommendations 
for the solution of the problem. 


Status of the Present Buildings 
A. The Lawrence High School Building 


Falmouth has been aware of the need to replace this 
building for a number of years. The time has come when 
the crowded condition makes its continued use an actual 
menace to the safety of the pupils and teachers who re- 
main within its walls. 

It would be impossible to rate this building on any stand- 
ard scale. The standards for a high school of today do not 
exist in this building. In order that the public may appre- 
ciate more fully the seriousness of the situation, the follow- 
ing deficiencies are listed: 


1. This building is entirely of wood construction. It 
was planned to house no more than 100 pupils. Only the first 
floor was intended to be used for instruction purposes. The 
second floor, or attic, is now in use to the farthest corner 
endangering the lives of pupils in case of fire or panic. Two 
hundred and forty-six pupils are now enrolled in this build- 
ing. 

2. Practically every room in the building lacks the 
standard requirement of window lighting. Good artificial 
lighting has been provided at considerable expense. 


3. Basement rooms are being used for classrooms with- 
out proper light. Such rooms are apt to be damp and poorly 
ventilated. Modern schools do not have basements. 


4. The science laboratory, housed in the attic, is wholly 
inadequate for the purpose. 
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5. There is no real library. A collection of. books in a 
closet-like storeroom is now being destroyed by rats. 


6. Because of the lack of facilities in this building, pupils 
have to go to other buildings in all kinds of weather and with 
great loss of time. They go to the Elementary School for the 
cafeteria and for classes in art and household arts. The 
Junior High School building is used for physical education, 
boys’ shops, and for the use of the auditorium. 


The difficulties, inefficiency, and actual dangers involved 
in this situation ought to be evident to every thoughtful cit- 
izen of Falmouth. 


B. The Hall Junior High School Building 


When this building was erected in 1922 standards for 
efficient school-house planning were published and familiar 
to educators, and should have been applied to this school. ~ 
That they were not effectively used, if known, is shown by 
its rating on the Englehardt scale. By very liberal interpre- 
tation this building ranks only 472 points out of a possible 
1000. 


The only really satisfactory feature of this building is 
the provision of eight good classrooms. The most important 
criticisms of the building are listed below: 


1. Modern schools do not have basements. They should 
never be used for instruction purposes as the windows are not 
of legal size for proper lighting. Also such rooms are apt to 
be damp and poorly ventilated. These rooms have had to 
be equipped with fluorescent lighting. 


2. The administrative suite is not adequate. 


3. The gymnasium is not large enough for the present 
demands. There is no provision for audiences at basket-ball 
games or demonstrations. The locker and shower rooms are 
also inadequate. 
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4. The auditorium has a very limited stage. It is not 
provided with proper areas for music, dramatics, or anything 
more than a simple school assembly. 


5. There is no real library or study hall for the use of 
the pupils. 


6. Girls have to go to another building for the house- 
hold arts. 


7. The boys’ shop is limited to wood working. 


8. As originally planned it would appear that this build- 
ing was intended to house about 280 pupils. At ‘present there 
are 366 pupils enrolled and there were 428 in 1942. Needless 
to say that this building is also badly overcrowded. 


To sum up the situation with respect to the Hall Junior 
High School building it is less than fifty percent efficient, 
and does not properly accommodate the number of pupils 
enrolled. Any increase of enrollment will only make a bad 
situation worse. 


Statement of the School House Problem 


The statement of the problem is very simple. The senior 
high school building is positively dangerous and should be 
eliminated. The junior high school building is unsatisfac- 
tory and inadequate for its present enrollment. The need is 
a new junior-senior high school building, housing under one 
administration grades seven through twelve. Some factors 
bearing upon the increasing seriousness of this need are pre- 
sented in the following discussion. 


The Growth of Falmouth Population 


Falmouth has had a very steady and rapid increase in 
population as the graph presented below shows. The heavy 
line indicates the growth during the past twenty-five years. 
The broken line shows what might happen if this same rate 
of increase continues for another twenty-five year period. 
Whether this will happen or not is anybody’s opinion. 
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Growth of Population 
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There are no industries in Falmouth to attract what is 
sometimes an undesirable type of citizen. That Falmouth is 
an attractive summer resort does not account for the’ increase 
of permanent residents, except in the case of those summer 
visitors who like the place so well that they decide to stay the 
year around. Also there is a general movement of popula- 
tion away from the crowded, noisy and dirty cities into the 
wholesome and restful atmosphere of a community such as 
Falmouth. The difference in climate between Falmouth and 
Boston will induce many to live here and commute by plane 
to business in Boston. This is no longer a visionary theory, 
it has actually arrived. No one will doubt the statement that 
the population of Falmouth will continue to grow. The rate 
of increase is not material except that it will have a bearing 
on the increase of enrollment in the public schools. 


Hall Junior High Schoecl Enrollment 


The enrollment in grades 7, 8, and 9 during the past 
twenty years has been somwhat erratic as the heavy line in 
the accompanying graph shows. 


Junior High School Enrollment 


No.2 
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While there have been some very peculiar drops and in- 
creases in these grades, there has been a general, if not steady, 
increase in numbers. Should this tendency continue at the 
same general average we would have about 475 pupils in ten 
years, and nearly 600 pupils to house in twenty years. This 
has a very definite bearing on our building problem. 


Lawrence High School Enrollment 


In spite of the limited facilities and definite handicaps of 
the high school program, enrollment in the Lawrence High 
School had a very steady growth during the past twenty 
years. The heavy line in the accompanying graph, No. 3., 
tells the story. ‘ 


The highest point of enrollment was reached in 1942, 
with 282 pupils increasing from only 89'pupils in 1925. There 
was a drop during the war which was a universal experience. 
All indications are that this growth will continue. Popula- 
tion is increasing rapidly. The junior high school grades 
are also growing. A new building with increased offerings 
and improved facilities always attracts more pupils to re- 
main through to graduation. The expected increase during 
the next twenty years would demand provision to house near- 
ly 500 pupils in grades 10, 11, and 12. 


Statement of the Need 


Any new building project should be planned with the 
needs of the next twenty years in view. It is because such 
planning was not done in the past years, that almost every 
community is facing such involved and difficult building 
problems today. The studies of growth in population, and 
enrollment indicate that, with a total enrollment of 622 pu- 
pils in 1945-1946, in the six-year high school organization, 
it would be necessary to house 725 pupils by 1950. No town 
wishes to face the necessity of asking the voters to appro- 
priate more money, even for an addition to a new building 
within ten years at least. This would mean that the propos- 
ed building should be planned to house at least 850 pupils. 


Noe 3 


Lawrence High School Enrollment 
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Should the ultimate enrollment in twenty years reach a pos- 
sible 1100, it will be time then to ask for a needed addition. 
However, any building planned now should so be located that 
the site will lend itself to such an addition, and the buildings 
should so be designed that the addition can be erected with- 
out any unnecessary tearing down of walls or reconstruction 
of the original building. My recommendation is that a new 
junior-senior high school building be planned to house a min- 
imum of 850 pupils. ; 


Fundamental Considerations 


A Junior-Senior High School. Experience has proved 
that the six-year organization in one building under one ad- 
ministrative head, with enrolment up to 1200 to 1500 pupils, 
is the most efficient educationally and the most economical 
to administer and to maintain. Only in large cities where 
it is necessary to have two or more large junior high schools, 
is the separate organization recommended. In the united 
plan the junior high school section is usually at one side of 
the building, the senior high school section at the other, and 
with the facilities used by both schools, such as the gym- 
nasium, auditorium, shops and cafeteria in the central por- 
tion between the two groups. 


It is evident, and will be more clearly seen when sketches 
are made by the architect, that such a building to house. 850 
pupils, will cover a great deal of ground. 


The Site for a High School Building. (It is reeommended 
that the Committee secure and study the School Building 
Code of the State of Connecticut published in 1941 by the 
State Board of Education.) It should be understood and ap- 
preciated by the public that the site is just as much a part 
of the school as the building itself. Many activities of the 
classroom should be extended to the out-of-doors. Nature 
study, school gardens, many applications of science, experi- 
ments and projects call for outside areas. Physical education 
classes should be held in the open air whenever the weather 
permits. 
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The site must be large enough, not only to contain the 
building and any future additions, but must provide space 
for the approach of school busses, public parking areas, stor- 
age area for bicycles, and for proper landscaping. 


The environment is a very important factor. The school 
should be removed from busy, congested areas, and interfer- 
ing noises or temptations to skip out of school. Also safety 
of approach to the building is a matter to be considered. 


The present site of the High School is a very restricted 
area. The elementary school, the only good building on the 
site, holds the commanding position, and the surrounding 
land is none too large for its own use. It is evident that a 
new building to house 850 pupils will require more land than 
the present site contains, and the standards for a high 
school, described in the previous section, call for the finding 
of a new and more desirable location for the proposed 
building. 


Post-War Education Trends. Never in the history of our 
country has there been such a demand for more education. 
Colleges are over crowded and hundreds are being turned 
away from their doors. The fact that expenses are paid for 
the veteran accounts only in part for the phenominal de- 
mand. The war has taught youth that education pays 
whether you are in the armed forces, in industry, or in busi- 
ness. They found out the hard way that education was ne- 
cessary to progress. Now, these veterans are the most seri- 
ous and hard working students the colleges have ever had. 
This is having an effect on the younger brothers and sisters 
who will not only remain in school longer than has been the 
practice in.the past, but they will demand that the new edu- 
cation prepare them more effectively to meet the demands 
of practical, occupational life. 


A building erected in this post-war period must be plan- 
ned to adapt itself to these changing times. Provision must 
be made for more practical courses, and the building plan 
must be elastic in its units of construction so that changes 
can be made in the future without unnecessary cost. 
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Falmouth is now carrying on good standard program of 
studies for its junior-senior high school, within the limits of 
its housing facilities. These serious handicaps will be remov- 
ed in a new building planned to meet the needs of the future 
citizens of this community. This will attract more pupils to 
take advantage of its offerings. 


Suggested Solutions of the Problem 


Solution No. 1. 
A New Junior-Senior High School on a New Site. 


The ‘best possible solution of the Junior-Senior High 
School problem would be a complete new building to house 
grades seven through twelve on a new site adjacent to the 
athletic field. The building should be planned to house at 
least 850 pupils, and to provide the facilities for carrying on 
a forward looking program of studies to meet the needs of 
Falmouth youth. 


The site adjacent to the present splendid athletic field 
is the logical location for the school. Some of the reasons 
follow: 


1. It is centrally located. 
2. It is away from the congested business district. 


3. It provides for a complete physical education pro- 
gram adjoining the athletic field. 


4. It provides areas for school gardens and other out- 
of-door projects. 


5. It provides area for safe approaches to the building, 
landing of pupils from busses, and parking spaces for 
community uses of the building. 


6. It provides sufficient area for future development. 


7. It separates the elementary and high school environ- 
ments. 
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Solution No. 2. 


Build a Portion of the New Building on the Proposed 
New Site. 

Considering all of the advantages of the proposed new 
site as a forward looking step, build such units of the new 
building as may be possible. The building should be planned 
in units or sections as follows: (a) Senior High School, (b) 
Gymnasium, (c) Auditorium-cafeteria, (d) Junior High 
School section. Combinations of these units can be planned 
in accordance with the money available for construction. 

To illustrate, it may be best to erect first the senior high 
school unit with the gymnasium. For some years this build- 
ing could house grades 9, 10, 11, and 12, leaving the 7th and 
8th grades in the present junior high school building. Then, 
when the increase in enrollment creates the demand, the new 
junior high school, auditorium, etc. can be erected to com- 
plete the organization. By that time elementary school pu- 
pils can make use of the old junior high school building. 


Solution No. 3. 


Build Another Building on the Present Site. 

When this problem was under consideration five or more 
years ago, a plan for a new building was sketched to house 
the senior high school pupils. The building was to be located 
on the west side of the plot, facing the present junior high 
school, and thus forming a sort of quadrangle with its open, 
side toward Main Street. No complete study of the school 
situation was made at the time, the assumption being that 
the need was a new building to replace the Lawrence High. 

From the evidence now before us we know that building 
for the future means that there would have to be besides a 
senior high school building an addition of at least six stand- 
ard classrooms attached to the present junior high school 
building. If this were contemplated the following problems 
would arise: 

a. Would the present unsatisfactory gymnasium have 
to serve the larger school or erect another for the senior high 
school? 
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b. The same question would be raised in regard to the 
auditorium and cafeteria. 

c. Would not this plan be a repetition of the same mis- 
take that was made when the junior high school was built? 

Some of the objections to placing another building on the 
present school site may be summarized as follows: 

a. The location is too close to an increasingly congested 
business district with its attendant traffic dangers and in- 
terference. : 

b. Elementary school children and high school pupils 
should not be intermingled in buildings or play areas. Each 
should have its own environment as a positive educational 
factor. 

c. The plot is altogether too small for the purpose. The 
minimum standard site for an elementary school is from 
three to five acres. This site is just about five acres. The 
minimum standard for a high school is from seven to ten 
acres. 

d. Should a high school be erected on this site the re- 
sult would be a patched up situation that never would be 
satisfactory. 


Recommendations 

In summing up this report I would make the following 

recommendations for the consideration of the Committee. 

1. That a new site for a junior-senior high school be 
secured adjacent to the present athletic field. 

2. That the architect be secured, and plans be prepar- 
er for a junior-senior high school to be located on 
the proposed site. These plans should be prepared 
on a unit or section basis. 

3. That with such plans prepared the Committee deter- 
mine how much of the proposed building can be 
erected within the financial ability of the Town at 
this time.

Report of the Tree Planting Committee 


At the time this committee was authorized in 1945, a sur- 
vey of the town was made by one of the members and the 
subsequent report to the committee was accepted together 
with its general recommendation. 


This report considered many phases of the tree planting 
program for the town, not alone in replacement of the storm 
damaged trees but looking ahead for future plantings so that 
a comprehensive programme in roadside planting might be 
carried out in the future. 


The streets of the town were classified under the follow- 
ing heads. 


1. Country Roads 
Beach Roads 


Village Streets 


2 
3 
4. Development Roads and Streets 
5. State Roads 

6 


New Roads 


Under Country Roads, which in length are the town’s 
largest problem, the matter of adding to the present native 
trees was emphasized as well as planting windbreaks in ex- 
posed places to hold drifting snow. Also in cooperation with 
land owners to plant on private property, the town furnish- 
ing the trees, so that there would be an added incentive for 
people owning land adjacent to the highways to care for and 
protect the young trees. 
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2. Beach Roads. On Beach roads which are mostly ex- 
posed to bad winds and salt spray the planting emphasis was 
on low growing of native shrubbery and in some places such 
evergreens aS are Known to be immune to salt spray and 
flooding in time of high tides. 


On our Village Streets the planting may be of more vari- 
ety in large growing trees, but careful selection to be made 
according to the type of street, room availabl, soil and ex- 
posure. Here again cooperation with land owners is advis- 
able. 


As the State Roads are the main entrances to the town 
our committee believes that they should be planted to flow- 
ering and very ornamental trees in such variety as to be typi- 
cal of the Cape and impress the traveller with some of the 
beauty of this section. 


In our New Delevopments, many of which suffered badly 
in the hurricane, the use of native trees and shrubs in con- 
nection with the existing trees is recommended, care being 
taken to preserve as much as possible the best existing native 
growth. ; 


In the case of New Roads which are cut through en- 
tirely new country, the town has an excellent opportunity 
to plant in accordance with the topography of the section 
as well as conforming to such special places as would be best 
for unusual trees. The new road from North Falmouth to 
the Mashpee line was especially designated as having many 
features where this new type of planting could be done and 
as this road is much used during the summer, here would be 
a chance to show visitors to the Cape a very beautiful plant- 
ing of trees and shrubs. 


The committee especially recommended planting on the 
Davisville road, using such trees as Norway Maple, largely 
planted on private property, keeping back of all wires and . 
other obstructions. 


The following is a list of trees and shrubs, also plants, 
especially recommended for our various types of streets and 
roads. 
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1. Country Roads 

Norway, Red and Scarlet Maples in proper setting. Am- 
erican Beech. Red Pine and White Pine in protected places. 
Norway and White Spruce. Beech, European white, Cornus 
Florida, Weeping Willow, Locust and Honey Locust, Fruit 
trees, Nut trees. 


2. Beach Roads 
Black and Scotch pines. In some places White Spruce, 
Native shrubs. 


3. Village Streets 

Pin Oak, Scarlet Oak, Magnolia (Sweetbay) Linden both 
European and American. Horsechestnut, Maples, Norway 
and Sugar, Holly, Hawthorne, Flowering Apples, errect type, 
Crab Apples, Pear trees, Cherry, in some places Popular. 
Tulip and Plane. 


4, State Roads 

Dogwoods, Flowering Crabs, Shrubs, Roses, Cedars, and 
Spruce, Honey Locust and Black Locust, Hawthornes, Beech 
and Birch. Weeping willow, Magnolia. 


5. Developments 
Similar to village with the exception that in native sur- 
roundings keep to the natural types and varieties. 


6. New Roads 
Nut trees. Fruit trees, Honey Locust. 
Recommendations 
The Committee adopted the following recommendations: 
1. That the town replace storm wrecked trees. 


2. That more flowering Gogwoods be planted on Route 28 
from Falmouth to the Cataumet line. 


3. That suitable trees be planted on the new road from 
North Falmouth to the Mashpee line. 
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4. That Davisville road be planted to such trees as shall be 
chosen by the Committee and the Tree Warden. - 


5. That the planting of Walsh roses be continued on the 
State Highway from Falmouth to Woods Hole. 


6. That Central Avenue, Menauhant, be planted to such 
trees as shall be selected by the Committee and the Tree 
Warden. 


For the first year’s work and continuing to the second, 
Walker Street was selected by the Committee to plant as a 
good example of village development and beach road. Accord- 
ingly the following trees, shrubs and plants were planted on 
this street. Sixty trees including Norway Maples, European 
Lindens, Red Oaks, and Dogwood. 


On the banks and along the edges of the swamp were 
placed 100 Beach Plum bushes, fifty Bayberry, one hundred 
Mallow, and fifty other native shrubs. In the bed at the end 
of the street sixty Rugosa Roses were set. In the Spring of 
1946 planting was continued on this street and 75 shrubs in 
variety were used in groups at the junctions of the two roads 
entering Beebe Acres. Some Cedars, ten Washington Thorn, 
White Spruce, twenty-five Pussy Willow, and Japanese Black 
Pine, completed the Walker Street project with the exception 
of land owned by Mr. William W. Peters which was at that 
time flooded with water and could not be worked. It is, how- 
ever, the intention of the Committee to plant on that side of 
the street ten Washington Thorn like those now planted on ; 
the west side of the street. 


On Route 28, between North Falmouth and the village, 
something over one hundred white Flowering Dogwood have 
been set. These were planted in sandy soil so that loam and 
manure had to be furnished. 


Sixty-two trees including Maples, Lindens- and Flowering 
Dogwoods were given to people who planted them along the 
roadsides throughout the town. Under the direction of the 
Tree Warden, three specimen Elms were planted, one in front 
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of the Town Hall, and two in front of the Lawrence High 
School. 


On Siders Pond Road, fourteen Norway Maples that had 
grown into the telephone and electric light wires have been 
moved back eight feet. 


Money has been expended for the purpose of the prepar- 
ation and cultivation of the soil, and also for pruning. 


Several of the oaks have died but will be replaced at no 
expense to the town.

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Report of the Finance Committee 


January 15, 1947 


To the Voters of the Town of Falmouth: 

The Finance Committee respectfully submits the annual 
report of-its activities for the year 1946. 

Nineteen meetings were held during the year. 

The following is a report of the expenditures from the 
Reserve Fund:

This year, as in 1945, the total amount of the Reserve 
Fund was inadequate to meet the requests for transfers from 
various Town Departments. This was due mainly, to the 
large amount that it was necessary to transfer to Aid of De- 
pendent Children. Increase in the cost of living for families 
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receiving aid from the Department accounted for the inade- 
quacy of the amount that was voted by the Town Meeting 
for this Department. 

We hope and feel confident that Department heads will 
exercise even greater care in the preparation of their budgets 
and in the administration of their Departments for the com- 
ing year so that funds voted by the Town Meeting will be 
ample to provide for efficient service throughout the year. 

Again we would like to call to the attention of the citizens 
the fact that Falmouth’s tax rate has risen to $30.40 and is 
almost certain to be even higher in 1947. We urge every citi- 
zen and especially Town Meeting members to think and to 
vote with this ever-increasing tax rate in mind. Remember 
those who have little or no voice in our Town Government 
but who pay 75% of our taxes, our summer residents. Fal- 
mouth must remain economically attractive to these people 
if it is to maintain and improve its standing as a summer 
resort. 

May we again'urge every citizen to take an active part 
in the Town government. The greater participation in the 
government by those who are governed, the better that 
government. 

The Finance Committee does invite and appreciate any 
suggestions for better government for the Town of Falmouth. 

The Finance Committee earnestly solicits your accept- 
ance and support of its recommendations at the Town 
Meetings.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: 


The Planning Board submits the following report for the 
year 1946: 


Regular meetings of the Board have been held on the 
second Tuesday of each month in the Police Station at 8 P. M. 
A number of special meetings for consideration of zoning 
variances and for the study of a proposed revision of the 
Town’s Zoning By-Laws have also been held. 


The Selectmen have been asked to consider a plan for 
the widening of the entrances to King and Gifford Streets 
with the provision of a suitable turning place at this point 
in the Main Highway. At present, it is necessary to travel 
as far as the Heights corner before finding a proper turning 
place. This plan is now being formulated. 


We have requested the Selectmen to establish a building 
line throughout the business section of Woods Hole. 


In regard to traffic and parking problems, the Selectmen 
and Chief of Police have been very cooperative by meeting 
with this Board on several occasions. 


The Board has been represented at various meetings of 
the Regional Planning Board which has gone a long way to- 
ward uniting the Planning Boards of Cape Cod into a co- 
operative body. 
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Our main objective this year has been the preparation 
of a revision of the Town’s Zoning By-Laws. For many years 
it has been obvious that the Zoning By-Laws should be 
brought up to date to take care of the Town’s growth and 
change of character. To this end, we have worked diligently. 


M. O. Saunders, City Planning Engineer of Springfield, 
Mass., was retained by this Board as its consultant. 


After much careful study and tireless effort which in- 
cluded consideration of suggestions which were invited from 
Falmouth citizens and officials, the tentative revision was 
ready for its debut in the Town Warrant. 


Among other things, the most outstanding part of the 
revision calls for two new zones, Agricultural District and 
Heavy Industrial District. The Agricultural District provides 
for all normal agricultural uses, but prohibits industrial and 
business uses not directly connected with farming, with the 
exception of airfields which are subject to the provisions of 
section 21 of the Zoning By-Law. Its application on the map 
would cover most of the outlying and unbuilt areas. It would 
be a reserve from which other districts could be drawn at will. 


In regard to the heavy industrial district, a small area 
could be set apart for this zone in which could be allowed 
a list of more or less hazardous industries, but only after 
public hearing and report by the Board of Appeals. This 
would give the town some control over the location of such 
industries, many of which might be extremely desirable from 
a tax revenue standpoint, if properly located so as not to be 
9, nuisance or a hazard to anyone else. This recommendation 
in conjunction with the agricultural district would then make 
a total of seven use district which would make for a more 
flexible By-Law that would be more easily enforced. 


If the town sees fit to accept the revision then we can 
continue by re-tracing the zoning map. The location and 
amount of the zones as applied would be carefully checked, 
and revisions recommended, and of course if acceptable, the 
two new zoning districts would have to be applied where it 
seems advisable. 
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We have recommended that variances granted by the 
Board of Appeals on yearly permits, should be reconsidered 
annally before renewal of permits. This would call for a 
hearing and notification to interested parties in the same 
manner as for the original request. 


It is hoped that the town will vote to place the Board 
under Chapter 41, as revised by Chapter 211, by the acts of 
1936, thus giving it the powers and duties of the Board of 
Survey, now handled by the Selectmen. This places future 
planning and control of subdivisions in the hands of one 
Board, making for a more unified control. 


We are pleased to note the greatly increased interest in 
Zoning throughout Cape Cod and believe it has proven its 
value to Falmouth. We believe that zoning, if properly un- 
derstood and administered, will become increasingly ap- 
preciated. :

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Report of Shore Erosion Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


The Shore Erosion Committee herewith submits its re- 
port for the year 1946. 


The first unit of the committee’s plan was constructed 
during the fall months at Great Pond Outlet and Acapesket 
at a cost close to $25,000, with the State providing one half 
of that amount and the County and Town providing one 
quarter each. This unit consisted of rebuilding the existing 
jetty on the west side of the outlet; building a new jetty on 
the east side of the outlet; building three new jetties between 
the outlet and the McCusker property at Acapesket; and 
building a new jetty on the easterly end of Ocean Ave. at 
Acapesket. 


This last jetty was placed at the direction of the State 
Director of Waterways and although it is building a fore- 
shore on the westerly side, it has scoured the beach severely 
on the easterly side. The action of the tides and storms on 
this new jetty is now under close observation of the Water- 
ways engineer as well as committee members and it is plan- 
ned to construct an arm at right angles to the jetty, close 
to the shore, to break up the scouring action. If the beach 
continues to wash away in this section then the construction 
of the Green Pond Outlet jetties will be recommended. The 
other new jetties along the town road are rapidly filling up 
with sand and will build a foreshore that will break the seas 
and protect the roadway. 
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The Menauhant section was selected as the next unit to 
be built but lack of County funds stopped the letting of the 
contract. The County is limited to spending only $100,000 
for shore protection, over a period of four years, and this 
amount is divided between the fifteen towns on the Cape. 


An experiment was tried last Spring, when Falmouth 
Harbor entrance was dredged, by pumping the dredged ma- 
terial onto the beach at the easterly side of the harbor and 
letting the prevailing wind distribute the material along the 
shore. This worked out extremely well and a beautiful sandy 
beach was built from the harbor jetty easterly to the Tower 
Hotel jetty. Dredging, as an aid to shore protection, is be- 
coming of utmost importance, and as soon as all of the 
proposed jetties are built along the shore, a dredge will be 
engaged to stand off shore and pump sand between the 
jetties. 


The rebuilding of the westerly jetty at Falmouth Harbor 
entrance has been recommended to protect the channel and 
enable the Coast Guard to replace the lighted beacon. It is 
expected that this jetty, as well as all harbor jetties on the 
Cape, will be rebuilt this year entirely by State funds. A bill 
is now before the State Legislature to provide these funds as 
well as additional funds for shore protection. Members of 
the committee will attend a public hearing at the State House 
in February to urge the passage of this bill.

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Report of the Town Survey Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


The Town Survey Committee herewith submits its re- 
port for the year 1946. 


The past year has been the most active year that the 
Town Survey Department has experienced. The unusual ac- 
tivity in real estate transfers placed a heavy burden on the 
office. The inquiries and the demand for data and informa- 
tion, that is only available through the engineer, has been 
greater than could be met. As much of this demand as was 
possible was turned back to private channels. 


Plans were furnished to the Shore Erosion Committee 
and the Aviation Committee for their studies. The area in 
the vicinity of the Trotting Park was plotted for the Sewer- 
age Committee. Work was continued on the Zoning Map 
and a separate set of maps showing the areas zoned will be 
printed as soon as possible. Additional copies of record plans 
were made as well as furnishing many copies of individual 
parcels to owners. 


Field work was done on unplotted areas and sections 
found to be inaccurate in Teaticket, Waquoit, Ashumet and 
West Falmouth. Field surveys were started on new assessors 
maps of Woods Hole Village, Falmouth Village and Falmouth 
Heights. These thickly populated areas will be plotted on a 
large scale to obtain accurately the area and show all the 
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buildings and appurtenant data. House numbers were fur- 
nished for all new buildings in the Village. 


The itemizing of the parcels of land on the tax bills, re- 
quired this year by law, caused a demand for explanation 
and proof of individual assessments that took up three 
months of the engineer’s time. The lack of plans showing 
the location of existing buildings throughout the township 
has hampered greatly the correcting of these listings. An 
aerial survey of the town would save thousands of dollars in 
field work and would show all existing buildings together 
with the type of land that should be assessed.

Report of Park Commissioners 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 


Town of Falmouth, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


The Park Commissioners hereby submit their annual re- 
port for the year ending December 31, 1946. 


The two new commissioners wish to express their ap- 
preciation to the selectmen for their confidence in appoint- 
ing us Park Commissioners for the town on March 1, 1946. 


The first meeting was held Wednesday, March 6, for the 
purpose of organizing the Board. Mr. Ellis M. Lewis was 
elected chairman. Forty-two meetings were held this year. 
Mr. Jack Marshall was appointed Superintendent. 


The first work accomplished was the cleaning up of the 
old tree stumps in Chapel Park, left by the hurricane and 
the removing of the old raft also damaged by the hurricane. 


All parks have been well kept except the Woods Hole and 
Nye Park outfields. These outfields are in poor condition 
and need a great deal of fill. No funds were available in our 
budget to do this work. An apporpriation has been asked 
in 1947 for that purpose. 
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The old foundation of the Town Beach Bath House was 
removed. The beach was graded to some lengths to remove 
broken glass and nails. The existing park area was spot fill- 
ed and graded and logs placed in the front of the parking 
area to prevent cars from going onto the beach. 


Four floats and one raft were built late in the season 
and were placed at the Town Beach and the Falmouth 
Heights beach. We believe these rafts were of good con- 
struction. The pontoons on these rafts took in water because 
the caps were removed and thrown in the water. They were 
replaced several times. Next year the Park Commissioners 
intend to have a different arrangement so these caps cannot 
be readily removed: 


Our budget called for a pickup truck which we were un- 
able to get this year. We have asked for an additional 
amount in 1947 to purchase a dump truck. 


Many people have asked about a bath house for the 
Town Beach. We are asking the town this year to appro- 
priate a sum of money to construct a bath house. Favor- 
able and unfavorable comments have been. heard in regard 
to the restriction of the town beach. 


A new beach was made this year at Megansett. A fifty 
foot jetty was built, the existing concrete wall was repaired, 
rip rap was placed and a parking area made. 


We had three life guards this year, one at Falmouth 
Heights and two at the town beach, also one police officer 
weekends at West Falmouth and one officer at the town 
beach late in the season. We were unable to get more police 
this year. 


Mr. Lewis was taken seriously ill in September and has 
been in the Barnstable County Sanatorium ever since. We 
sincerely hope he will be with us soon. 
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A settlement was made on Burdo’s property that was 
taken by the town last year. No settlement has been made 
on the remaining property. 


The Park Department was very fortunate in receiving 
from Mr. Joseph Miskell a split rail fence at Falmouth 
Heights Park.

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Report of Water Commissioners 


To the Cilizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


We respectfully submit the following report covering the 
operation of the Town Water Works for the year 1946. i 


Review of the Year’s Work 


We have had another very active year. The principal 
major accomplishment was the completion of the Waquoit 
elevated tank which has been our goal for many years. Lin- 
ing with cement the balance of the 12-inch line from the 
West Falmouth standpipe to the Pumping Station was com- 
pleted as well as all the connecting pipes in front of the 
station. The Fresh Pond extensions, voted at the last Annual 
Meeting, were completed, as well as various short minor ex- 
tensions. There was a notable increase in making new house 
connections, a total of 121 being put in. 


Water Consumption 


The total pumpage for 1946 was 320,892,400 gallons. This 
was less than previously, largely due to the very wet month of 
August. For short intervals our Waquoit Station was operated 
to supplement the main station. A total of 937,400 gallons 
was pumped from the wellfield. The main pump was oper- 
ated throughout the year and continues as an efficient pump- 
ing unit. 
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As the Town grows in size, we naturally note an increase 
in the domestic demands for water. This is true particularly 
in the case of summer takers during the months of May and 
June when they are getting ready to occupy their houses 
for the season. For example, the Menauhant. addition added 
a considerable demand for water for irrigating and in this 
connection we are fortunate in having the additional pump- 
ing facilities and storage at Waquoit. 


Water Treatment 


Quality of water has been maintained very satisfactorily 
as shown by our monthly analyses by our consulting chemists, 
Metcalf and Eddy and by bacterial tests by the State De- 
partment of Public Health. Treatment has been continued 
as in the past by adding small amounts of hydrated lime, 
chlorine and aqua ammonia, the lime helping to prevent rusty 
water and the chlorine to guard against possible bacterial 
action. The ammonia has the effect of retarding the action 
of chlorine so that the latter will be better distributed through 
the system. The spring and fall turn-over in Long Pond us- 
ually produces some discoloration of the water, but not of 
long duration. Other causes of discoloration are change in 
the direction of flow in the mains when necessary to close 
gate valves for repairs, and one of the most frequent causes 
is the opening of hydrants to full capacity. This has to be 
done, of course, in case of fires and has been done by the 
men spraying trees. This is not necessary and we have used 
our best efforts to prevent it, as the sprayers are impatient, 
and try to fill their tanks in a short time. 


We have had a few complaints of tastes and odors in 
the water. In proportion to the number of takers, (about 
3300) the percentage of complaints has been insignificant. 
Two or three more persistent ones have been given special 
attention. 


These difficulties usually occur on dead ends and are due 
‘to the water becoming stagnant from poor circulation. These 
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can and are promptly remedied by blowing off at the end 
of the line. 


We have many miles of large mains supplying sparsely 
settled areas. The large main is necessary for fire protec- 
tion and, of course, in the winter season when not much 
water is being used, the water is more likely to become 
slightly stagnant. But from many inquiries, we have found 
that there are very few cases of disagreeable odor and tastes. 
From inquiry and reports of other water systems, we are con- 
vinced that the Falmouth domestic water supply compares 
most favorably with that of other places. We are informed 
by authorities that in many towns and cities, the taste, odor 
and color of the water gives cause for more dissatisfaction 
than in Falmouth. 


In one instance a taker, supplied from a loop line of 
partly 6-inch and partly 2-inch and 1-inch pipe, ascribed the 
taste and odor, which he noted, to the long line of large pipe 
-with little circulation. Although several tests and analyses 
failed to show any taste or odor or unusual chemical char- 
acterists, we experimented with the line by shutting off the 
supply from the 6-inch line so that the individual service is 
maintained through 1-inch and 2-inch pipe. Even though 
the complaint persists in this case, the taker has nothing 
more than a long service pipe direct from a large street main. 
We cannot, therefore, account for any unusual conditions as 
there are hundreds of such situations in the system and we 
seldom hear from them. 


We trust that the water takers are aware of the anxiety 
to the Superintendent and his staff caused by rusty water 
complaints. As long as there are some 100 miles of unlined 
iron pipe in the system, we are bound to have rusty water at 
times, resulting from sudden velocities in the pipe, reversal 
of flow, and change of temperature resulting from turn over 
in the water of Long Pond. 


These things are not unique in Falmouth. Throughout 
the eastern states and particularly New England, where soft 
waters prevail, the so-called red-water plague has been a

source of trouble for water companies and departments from 
early times. Some fifty years ago, an eminent authority on 
public water supplies devoted two chapters in a book on water 
supply to this situation. In the years since then, some prog- 
ress has been made in reducing this trouble. It is interesting 
to note that at that time, the use of hydrated lime was recom- 
mended to partially overcome the rusty condition. Since 
then, many solutions have been tried but ‘the lime method 
is, at present, in more general use for the purpose than any 
other treatment. 


Filtration would not solve the problem as the rust is 
formed only after it leaves the reservoir and goes through 


the pipes. 


Since 1933, all new pipe in the system has been provided 
with some noncorrosive lining. In addition to this, 14.3 miles 
of pipe have been lined with cement. But, until the whole 
system has been replaced or re-lined, there can be no as- 
surance of complete freedom from red water. Our long range 
program anticipates this ultimate end. We have, for sev- 
eral years, made progress on this program and our budget 
for 1947 includes a substantial sum for continuing this work 


of lining. 


Waquoit Tank 


The principal accomplishment was completion of the Wa- 
quoit Tank, which has been our goal for many years. 


There was some delay in getting started because of the 
steel strike in January, but we got the foundation placed early 
in June and very soon thereafter the erection crew of The 
Chicago Bridge and Iron Co. arrived. The various parts of 
the tank fitted together in excellent shape and the whole job 
of assembling, erection, welding and painting went along in 
an orderly manner, and is a tribute to the contracting firm, 
The Chicago Bridge and Iron Co. The foundation: work was 
done by Turner and Breivogel. This included about 300 yards 
of excavation and 120 yards of concrete for the piers and 
gate chamber. 
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Before acceptance, the tank was filled by means of two 
2-inch pipes connected to a hydrant, the supply being pumped 
from our well-field station located nearby. 


Pumping at the rate of about 110 gallons per minute, it 
required 34 hours to fill. Length of pipe was about 500 feet. 
The test was perfect, no sign of leakage appearing. 


Steel pipe was used for this purpose because of delay in 


receiving the 12-inch C. I. pipe, which is the permanent con-: 


nection. This was delivered in November and laid with the 
help of equipment belonging to the contractor on the Fresh 
Pond Extension. 


Fresh Pond Extension 


None of the pipe, although ordered immediately after 
Town Meeting, arrived until June and then the 6-inch pipe 
came first. This was to be used at the end of the line and, 
therefore, no one could be supplied until the 8-inch pipe ar- 
rived. We laid the 6-inch pipe and after waiting 2 months, 
the 8-inch pipe arrived, but minus the malleable iron coup- 
lings. The steel and iron situation had been so bad that the 
government prohibited the use of iron for any purpose until 
prior orders were taken care of. 


When our couplings finally arrived, a new road surface 
had been laid. This made serious complications as to where 
to lay the water main. We had to finally lay it well off the 
new road in many places and on the outer edge in others. 
This added to the difficulty of the job because the trench 
diggers encountered many obstacles such as trees and roots: 
but machine digging was the only way by which this exten- 
sion could possibly have been completed this season. Labor 
was scarce and not too efficient and we felt that we were 
under obligation to the Fresh Pond people who had waited 
patiently for so many years for a water supply. This exten- 
sion, which is about 5,000 feet long, supplies seventen houses 
and is equipped with four fire hydrants. At present four tees 
have been left in the line for additional hydrants when needed 
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and provision has been made for extending the line to the 
north when necessary. 


Pipe Lining and Cleaning 


As previously noted, the 12-inch line from Palmer Ave. to 
Pumping Station and all the connecting 12-irich pipe and 
fittings in front of the Pumping Station was lined by the Tate 
Pipe Lining Co. This work resulted in a greatly reduced 
pumping head and consequent saving of money and time in 
filling the standpipes. 


Some cleaning was done by the National Water Main 
Cleaning Company. This included the 18-inch line from 
Palmer Ave. to the station and the loop starting at Route 28 
and Maravista Ave., down Maravista Ave., along the shore to 
Grand Ave., through Gertrude Ave., Forest Ave., Falmouth 
Heights Road to Route 28 and along the latter to the point 
of beginning. Much of this line had never been cleaned, 
some of it having been in since 1918, and it was badly tuber- 
culated. Greatly improved flow conditions resulted from the 
removal of the incrustation.

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Maintenance 


Our auto equipment was pretty well worn out so that the 
cost of maintaining it was rapidly increasing. We were -for- 
tunate to get one new truck in August and at the end of the 
year we were equipped with three 1946 trucks and one 1937, 
which will have to be replaced in 1947. 


A car for the Superintendent, contracted for in April, 
finally arrived, so that he was no longer obliged to use his 
own car in getting around, as was the case for nearly two 
years. 


Maintenance has included replacing lost or broken valve 
box covers, lowering the same when roads are regraded, re- 
pairing broken or leaky pipes, inspecting hydrants and boxes, 
turning on and off of house services, and special.meter read- 
ings. 


We have had several old service pipes fail and three 
breaks in main pipe, one of which was in the 12-inch line in 
Good Will Park, which failed due to settlement. 


We have had three hydrants broken off by automobiles. 
One of these was on a so-called non-gated hydrant. This 
had to be replaced immediately because a main line supply- 
ing many takers had to be shut off to make necessary repairs. 
Hydrants with auxiliary valves, when broken at night, are 
shut off and repairs made the next day. 


Hydrants 


Hydrants are primarily for fire protection and should be 
reserved for that purpose. The practice of allowing them to 
be used for spraying and masonry work should be discontin- 
ued. It has been a time-honored custom in Falmouth for 


nearly fifty years. This is contrary to the practice else- 
where and, although the beneficiaries of this free and easy 
custom naturally feel aggrieved at the loss of their privilege, 
the time has come to restrict use of hydrants to their in- 
tended purpose. Annually the Water Department has gone 
through a siege of dirty water complaints during the tree 
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spraying season and then found, in its fall inspection, that 
many hydrants were leaking, or had injured stems, and failed 
to otherwise operate properly. 


The customary method for securing water. to: supply 
spraying machines is by small pumps attached to the truck, 
the supply being readily obtained from the very numerous 
bodies of fresh water throughout the Town. 


Few localities are so well provided with sources of water 
as Cape Cod towns and yet, in other places, sprayers are re- 
quired to obtain water in that manner. 


Minor Extensions 


Requests for minor extensions have been met as far as 
possible with such pipe and fittings as could be obtained. In 
some instances, 6-inch pipe was connected with smaller pipe 
to anticipate future extensions and having in mind replacing 
the small pipe when possible. 


The extensions were: 


Howes Lane: 2-inch—284 ft. (Renewal) 
1-inch—27 ft. (Renewal) 

Brick Kiln Road: 2-inch—681 ft. 

Circular Ave.: 34-inch—143 ft. (Renewal)

Central Park Court: 6-inch—212 ft. 

Harbor Ave.: 1144-inch—98 ft. 

Jericho Path: 6-inch—75 ft. 

Lake Leaman Road: 2-inch—900 ft. 

West Falmouth Beach Road: 2-inch—400 ft. 

Robinson Road: 6-inch—150 ft. 


Organization 


At the Annual Town Meeting in February, Ormond C. EI- 
lery was elected for the three year term. The Board consists 
of James E. Lowey, Ormond C. Ellery and Joseph R. Hall. It 
was reorganized with Mr. Lowey as Chairman and Mr.. Ellery 
as Secretary. The operating staff continued. essentially the 
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same as previously, G. A. Griffin continuing as Superintend- 
ent in charge of office and outside work. It should be ncted 
here that John C. Moore, who had retired in 1944 as Super- 
intendent, and had been called back into the service under 
the War Emergency Act, was finally separated from the serv- 
ice on June 1, when the Act was discontinued, by executive 
order, Mr. Moore had been a great help in supervising pipe 
lining operations and it is with regret that we note the com- 
pletion of his service with the Town. 


Financial: 


Total revenue from all sources for the year was $82,223.59. 
This shows a marked increase over 1945 which is due to sev- 
eral factors, among them are, a very dry season up to August 
1 calling for much water for irrigating purposes; a consider- 
able increase in the number of new house services installed, 
a charge for renewals of old services and a small charge for 
road patching where it was necessary to disturb the hard 
surface. Of the surplus on hand at the end of 1945, $9,000. 
was appropriated to continue the pipe lining operations begun 
last year. This work was continued up to the main Pumping 
Station. In our budget for this year we are requesting that, 
of the available surplus now, the amount of $15,000. should 
be appropriated to continue the lining work towards Quissett 
standpipe. It has been found that the money invested in 
this work paid large dividends by increasing the pipe capacity 
and thus reducing pumping head, and by decreasing the 
length of rusty mains which are responsible for rusty water. 


Our total labor costs were somewhat higher than in 1945 
because of the higher wage schedule, the necessity for con- 
siderable overtime work at the end of the year in order to 
complete jobs before freezing weather, and because of hay- 
ing more men, due to increased amount of work. The cost 
of pipe and fittings was very much larger than previously be- 
cause of price increases after the ceiling prices were abol- 
ished. Another item calling for a large increase was that for 
coal at the Pumping Station.’ Bids were opened in July and 
the price was 60c a ton higher, but the quality of coal was in- 
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ferior. Due to coal strikes, we had to be satisfied with coal 
not up to our usual standard. 


Notwithstanding all the additional costs of labor and 
material, we have kept: entirely within our appropriations and 
have accomplished the main objectives of our program for 
the year and have been able to make all needed minor ex- 
tensions up to the limit allowable as well as provide labor 
and materials for an 85% increase in new service connections. 


The so-called Water Surplus, which was $7,644.44 during 
the year, was increased to $17,122.21 by the excess of receipts 
over the expenditures during the year. The surplus has, in 
the past, made it possible to carry out many improvements to 
the system without having to raise money by taxation and we 
strongly recommend that this fund be reserved solely for such 
purpose. 


In regard to collections, we have found that sending out 
warning notices that liens may be placed, has brought in a 
majority of overdue accounts. Personal calls by representa- 
tives of the department are made in the case of stubborn 
accounts. 


Program and Recommendations: 


The main item in our program for 1947, is lining with 
cement, the 12” main from the Pumping Station to the Locust 
Street railroad crossing with possibly some small lines such 
as on Glenwood Place which frequently causes trouble from 
rusty water. 


Minor work will include completing meter installations 
at several places which had to be postponed on account of 
completing more important major projects. 


Our records of pipe lines and fittings have lagged during 
the past two years, due to the unusual amount of work. Field 
records have been carefully made and are ready to put in 
permanent shape. It is hoped to catch up on these in 1947, 
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We plan to install fire hydrants at certain places on the 
Menauhant line and on the Trotting Park Road. These will 
be placed where they will be available for fire protection to 
small groups of houses, branches having been left in the lines 


when laid. 


There are many proposed water extensions in the War- 
rant for the February Town Meeting in 1947, but if voted, 
the cost will have to be provided in general from other sources 
than water revenue, because of the small amount available. 
Most of these extensions are worthy, and if they are voted 
by the Town, every effort will be made to carry them out. 
As in the past, we have recommended that any considerable 
extension to the system should be carefully considered with 
respect to its return on the investment and its effect on the 
system as a whole.

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REPORT OF CHIEF ENGINEER 


January 10, 1947 


To the Board. of Water Commissioners 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report for the year 1946. 

A slight decrease in the amount of water pumped during 
the past year will be noted due to the heavy rainfall through 
August and part of September. Long Pond remains about 
the same level as a year ago. 


Engine Room: 


The Worthington Steam Pump has been in operation 
every day the past year with the exception of ten days in 
May and a week in June when the steam plant was shut 
down, and the gas pumps run to conserve coal. The con- 
denser on the steam unit was retubed during one of these 
shut down periods. The exhaust lines and silencers on both 
gas engines have been renewed, and one engine has been 
overhauled, valves ground, etc. All recording instruments on 
the standpipes are working well at this time. 


Boiler Room: 


The walk and ceiling of this room were repainted during 
the winter. The Boilers are in good condition. The brick- 
work of No. 2 furnace is being repaired at this time, along 
with new arches, deadplater and sidepieces. A new boiler 
feed pump was put in during the year to replace one installed 
in 1927. The old pump is being repaired and will be kept as 
a spare. 
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Living Quarters: 
No work of any kind has been required the past year in 
this part of the plant.

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Report of Sewerage Investigating Committee 


To the Citizens and Property Owners 
of the Town of Falmouth: 


At the last Annual Town Meeting, held in February 1946, 
it was voted to investigate the unsanitary conditions existing 
in Woods Hole and the Village of Falmouth, particularly in 
reference to Mill and Eel Ponds, in Woods Hole, and Shiver- 
ick’s Pond, in the Village of Falmouth. 


The committee employed, as our consulting engineer, 
Mr. Frank A. Barbour, who has had a long and varied ex- 
perience in such work and who is considered one of the out- 
standing authorities in sanitary engineering. Mr. Barbour 
has been the consulting engineer on three previous occasions, 
when the town’s sewage problems were considered, which has 
made him particularly well qualified to deal with our present 
problems. The motivating reason for this new study has re- 
sulted from persons alarmed about the unsanitary conditions 
that have been apparent in the three mentioned ponds. The 
pollution has been substantiated by every analysis made by 
the State Department of Public Health. 


It is the opinion of the committee that we can no longer 
defer constructive steps to remedy these conditions. Our en- 
gineer is of the opinion that the only permanent means of 
definitely solving the sewage disposal problems in the town 
is the installation of the sewerage systems as he has outlined 
in his report. 


This committee recognizes that the town has been most 
generous in appropriating money for the use of duly appoint- 
ed committees to make investigations, concerning the unsani- 


221 


tary conditions of the town dating back to 1928, a period of 
eighteen years, and each committee has returned its report, 
recommending the installation of sewerage systems for Woods 
Hole and the Village of Falmouth, but in each instance has 
failed to receive the support of the necessary number of vot- 
ers. This seems incredible when the known facts are con- 
sidered. 


Through the years these unsanitary conditions have 
grown progressively worse. Woods Hole, known the world over 
for its biological laboratories—located in that section of the 
town which makes such a large contribution in taxes—should 
be a model village for sanitation instead of the deplorable 
existing conditions. The location of our public buildings, in- 
cluding schools, on the banks of Eel and Shiverick’s Ponds, 
with the known extreme pollution, should, in the opinion of 
the committee, be the deep concern of all the people irre- 
spective of the section of the town in which they live. 


Your committee believes the unsanitary conditions have 
reached a point where it would be difficult to overemphasize 
the need of immediate correction. 


The development of Falmouth into a clean, wholesome, 
recreational summer resort should be the solemn resolution 
of every person living within the township. It means employ- 
ment and prosperity for farmers, carpenters, painters, plumb- 
ers, electricians, masons, and for the tradesmen—yes, for 
every citizen. 


We recommend the installation of the framework of these 
systems, both in Woods Hole and the Village of Falmouth, 
so that they can be extended as future conditions warrant.

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Report of Claims and Suits 


January 20, 1947 


Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


Dear Sirs: 


I herewith submit a report of the claims and suits dis- 
posed of by the Law Department during the year 1946 and 
of the claims and suits which are pending. 


A. Cases Disposed of in 1946— 


(1) Anne Summers vs. Board of Assessors of Fal- 
mouth (Appellate Tax Board No. X-64330) 


The property involved is the summer estate on Buzzards 
Bay at Wild Harbor formerly owned by Clarence M. Cobb. It 
consists of about 5 acres of land with a large summer resi- 
dence in excellent condition which faces Buzzards Bay, a 
portable overflow or guest house, a chauffeurs cottage, and 
a combination barn-garage. This property was assessed in 
1945 at $21,094. The owner claimed that its fair cash value 
was $11,500. which was said to be the price which she had 
paid for it. 


This case was heard at Boston on June 27, 1946, before 
David Brackman, Esq., Member of the Appellate Tax Board. 
A view was taken on the property at Wild Harbor by mem- 
bers Brackman, Nelson and Finnegan of the Appellate Tax 
Board on July 19th. The decision rendered on July 26 was 
that the fair cash value on January 1, 1945 was $17,000. 
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The valuation of this identical property had been before 
the Appellate Tax Board in 1943 in a case brought by the 
previous owner, Clarence M. Cobb. At that time this property 
had been assessed at $23,350. In that case it was decided 
that the assessed valuation was the fair cash value and no 
reduction was granted. 


(2) Anthony T. Garner vs. County of Barnstable 
(Barnstable County Superior Court) 


In widening Sandwich Road in 1942 the County of Barn- 
stable had taken from Garner a strip of land about 495 feet 
long varying in width from 10 to 17 feet and of a total area 
of 5,760 square feet. The County of Barnstable had ordered 
the Town of Falmouth to pay all damages for the widening 
of Sandwich Road. Therefore, when Garner brought a land 
damage petition in the Barnstable Superior Court, the de- 
fence of this case fell upon Falmouth. 


The case was tried at Barnstable on the dates of October 
29, 30, 31 and November 1, 1946 before Judge Warner and a 
jury. Garner claimed damages for the land taken and to his 
remaining land of over $3,000. and through his real estate ex- 
pert damages of $1,800. The jury verdict was $522.00. It was 
later learned that this consisted of $450.00 damages and in- 
terest figured at $72., the case having been pending for some 
time. In this case in addition to the Town’s real estate ex- 
pert, James M. Pafford, the entire Board of Assessors, Charles 
R. Stowers, William E. English, and J. Edward Nickerson, as 
well as Highway Surveyor Nathan S. Ellis, Jr., all testified in 
support of the Town’s defence. 


(3) Lawrence M. Burdo and Marie A. Burdo vs. 
Town of Falmouth (Barnstable Superior Court) 


This is one of the several cases brought against the Town 
for the assessment of damages for the land taken on June 28, 
1945 by the Board of Park Commissioners consisting of the 
beach along Vineyard Sound adjoining Surf Drive. The 


Board of Park Commissioners and the Board of Selectmen 
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with counsel made efforts to ascertain if it were possible to 
settle any of these several cases. Asa result of these efforts, 
terms of settlement were agreed upon with Mr. and Mrs. Bur- 
do and on behalf of the Town with the approval of both of 
said Boards and counsel. The property involved was that 
portion of the beach between the extension of Mill Road and 
the Herring River and has an estimated frontage of 410 feet 
on Vineyard Sound. Settlement papers have been filed and 
this case is terminated. 


B. PENDING CASES— 


(1) George B. Cluett, II vs. Town of Falmouth 
(Barnstable Superior Court) 


The petitioner was the owner of two adjoining parcels of 
beach land taken by the Board of Park Commissioners on the 
date above referred to—June 28, 1945. The first parcel is 
small and has an area of about 11/100 of an acre and but 
about 30 feet water frontage. The second parcel has an area 
of about 2.16 acres and a water frontage of about 674 feet. 
The case involving these two parcels of land is pending be- 
fore the Barnstable Superior Court. 


(2) Arthur R. Ayer vs. Town of Falmouth (Barn- 
stable Superior Court) 


This is another case arising out of the taking by the 
Board of Park Commissioners of petitioner’s beach land ad- 
joining the original so called Casino or Town Bathing Beach. 
The area taken consisted of about .58 of an acre with a water 
frontage of about 126 feet on Vineyard Sound. Several con~ 
ferences have been had with the owner on the matter of ad- 
justing this case. The owner appears disposed to settle the 
case and it is hoped that it will be disposed of in that way. 


(3) Charles E. Morrison vs. Town of Falmouth (Barn- 
stable Superior Court) 


This is a petition by the Mortgagee on the above parcel 
of land taken from Arthur R. Ayer. This case was brought 
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to protect the rights of the Mortgagee in any damages that 
may be awarded. It is pending in the Barnstable Superior 
Court. Final disposition of this case is dependent on what- 
ever action disposes of the Ayer case. 


(4) George P. Davis et al, Trustees, vs. Town of Fal- 
mouth (Barnstable Superior Court) 


In this case assessment of land damages are sought for 
the taking of a very narrow strip of beach in the same taking 
above referred to. The area of this parcel is but 6/100 of an 
acre. Its frontage on Vineyard Sound is but 16 feet. The 
matter of adjustment by settlement has been under consider- 
ation. The case is pending in the Barnstable Superior Court. 


(5) William M. Ewing and Margaret K. Ewing vs. 
Board of Assessors of Falmouth (Appellate Tax 
Board No. X-70047) 


This is a case where the present owners of the summer 
residence and land on Vineyard Sound Shores at Woods Hole, 
formerly owned by Dr. James H. Means, claim to be assessed 
above the fair cash value of the property. This appears to be 
one of the best summer properties of the Vineyard Sound 
Shores group. The property was assessed as of January 1, 
1946 at $19,800. The owners claim that the fair cash value 
on that date was $12,000. This is an instance in which the 
owners contend that the hurricane damage of September, 
1944 substantially lowered the value of this property. 


This case will soon be in order for hearing and disposition 
if not in the meantime adjusted by settlement. 


Cc. CLAIMS— 


Substantial claims for alleged damages have been pre- 
sented to the Town during 1946. Two of these claims were 
based on the proposition that properties of the owners ad- 
joining the public ways had been damaged by changes in 
grades causing damage by making access more difficult or 
by causing water to flow upon or gather upon the abutter’s 
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premises. It is doubtful if in either of these cases there is 
liability on behalf of the Town. 


Of the many claims presented against the Town in 1946, 
certain claims of a minor nature have been settled with the 
approval of the Board of Selectmen. In those settled, either 
the amounts involved were too small.to warrant the expense 
of a Court contest or the liability of the Town appeared to be 
certain. 


CONCLUSION— 


The pending cases against the Town are those of George 
B. Cluett, II, Arthur R. Ayer, Charles E. Morrison, Mortgagee, 
and George P. Davis et al, Trustees, all being for land damages 
for beach property taken. It is expected that some of these 
may later be adjusted without trial. There is also the Ewing 
case against the Board of Assessors, which is now the only 
pending tax appeal case against the Town of Falmouth.

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Report of School Committee 


The School Committee has this year held twelve regular 
and eight special meetings. 


During the year two teachers received congratulations 
from the School Committee on their long and valuable serv- 
ice to the schools and the community. Mrs. Laura C. Moore 
of the Hall School faculty completed twenty-five years, and 
Miss Margaret A. Mullen, Principal of the Village School, com- 
pleted thirty years. 


The State Department of Education has instituted REG- 
IONAL HIGH SCHOOLS in co-operation with local school au- 
thorities for the purpose of pooling educational resources to 
provide the best possible training for every Massachusetts 
veteran in every part of the State. The training offered at 
Lawrence High School covers four main classifications: 


1. Meeting the requirements for a high school diploma. 


2. Preparing veterans to meet college entrance require- 
ments. 


3. Furthering early collegiate education. 


4. Giving further training in special fields not necessar- 
ily leading to a diploma. 


The plan of instruction is somewhat unique in that pro- 
visions are made for group or tutored instruction as the need 
arises and permits the veteran to accelerate at his own pace. 
The program is flexible enough so that an instructor may 
have one veteran or several in the same subject, or possibly 
different subjects, advancing at the same or different rates. 
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Each veteran enrolled first consults the local coordinator 
for a complete evaluation of his training, including work done 
in the Armed Services, and for advice as to just what studies 
he needs to accomplish his purpose. Courses are held for two 
hours on Monday and Thursday evenings. 


The school opened in May 1946 with an enrollment of 
eighteen students. By the end of the year there were forty- 
two enrolled, a little more than half of which are high school 
graduates. Courses offered are: Auto mechanics, English, 
French, Mathematics, Electricity, Physics, Radio, Bookkeep- 
ing, Mechanical Drawing, History, Chemistry, and Agriculture. 
The greatest demand is for English and Mathematics with 
Bookkeeping almost as popular. 


These classes are open to any veteran without charge. 
The State pays for the instruction and through the cooper- 
ation of the town’s Veterans’ Rehabilitation Committee under 
the chairmanship of Mr. William J. Lockhart the text books 
are provided. The Regional High School is providing an ex- 
cellent opportunity for veterans to continue their education 
without interfering with their regular employment. 


The driveway at Teaticket School has long been a source 
of concern to those responsible for the safety of school chil- 
dren. Seven school busses use this driveway and it is so con- 
structed that busses have to back around in a small space be- 
for they can get out the narrow entrance. Seven busses ma- 
neuvering in a small space overrun by a hundred or more 
children is a hazard that should be eliminated. Plans have 
been prepared for a circular drive so that busses can come 
in part way, take on their load, and continue out the other 
end with no backing, thus eliminating the danger. Funds for 
this improvement have been requested by the Committee in 
a special article. 


A detailed financial report will be found in the following 
pages. Attention is called to the fact that state reimburse- 
ments, tuition fees and other refunds reduce the net cost of 
schools to the Town by $21,019.73. 
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The Committee wishes to express its appreciation to the 
Finance Committee and other town officials for their co- 
operation and assistance throughout the year.

Chapter 76, Sec. 1—‘Every child between seven and sixteen, 
except a child between fourteen and sixteen who meets the 
requirements for the completion of the sixth grade... and 
who holds a permit for employment... and is regularly em- 
ployed thereunder for at least six hours per day, or a child 
between fourteen and sixteen who meets said requirements 

..and has the written permission of the superintendent of 
schools of said town to engage in non-wage-earning employ- 
ment at home... shall... attend a public day school in said 
town ... during the entire time the public schools are in 
session, ...” 

Chapter 76, Sec. 2—‘‘Every person in control of a child 
described in the preceding section shall cause him to attend 
school as therein required, and, if he fails so to do... he 
shall...be punished by a fine...”

Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


The following have been adopted as standing votes of the 
Town of Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. Town Meetings. 


Section 1. Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented 
to the moderator in writing. 


Section 2. No vote involving the expenditure of any sum 
of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at which 
it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move such 
reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage 
of such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the pas- 
sage of such vote and also the time when the notice of re- 
consideration is given. 


ARTICLE II. Annual Town Report 
Section 1. The annual town report shall contain: 


(a) The reports of all town boards, officers and commit- 
tees having the control or expenditure of the town’s money, 
including a list of all indebtedness against their departments, 
which does not appear in their financial statement. 


(b) Areport of all town meetings held during the year, 
including the articles of the warrant and the action of the 
meeting thereon. 


(c) Reports or abstracts of reports, of all special com- 
mittees made at any meetings held during the year, together 
with any action taken at said meetings, including committee 
appointments and resolutions passed. 
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(d) All by-laws, rules, regulations and standing votes in 
force covering town meetings or relating to the town busi- 
ness. 


ARTICLE III. Selectmen. 


Section 1. The selectmen shall have a general oversight 
of all town affairs, whether conducted by special boards or 
not; and have the right to make any suggestions for the bet- 
ter conduct of the department, board or committee, and if 
such recommendations are not heeded, they shall make a re- 
cord of the same in the annual town report, that the town 
may take such action as seems best. 


Section 2. The Selectmen shall appoint suitable persons 
to the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, fire 
wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and com- 
mittees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if re- 
quired by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of 
selectmen the estimated amount of coal required for the use 
of their respective departments or committees for one year. 
The selectmen shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, 
advertise for bids to furnish the required amount of coal, and 
shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The 
contractor for coal shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory 
to the selectmen (said bonds to be not less than one quarter 
of the total contract) for the faithful performance of his con- 
tract. 


Section 4. The selectmen shall include in their annual 
report to the town: 


(a) A general statement of the town’s affairs during the 
past year and recommendations of the selectmen for future 
requirements. 
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(b) A report of all claims which are outstanding and all 
suits to which the town is a party, together with a full ex- 
planation of the circumstances and the standing of each case 
at the time of the report. 


(c) A report of all streets laid out or constructed during 
the year, the length and width, cost of construction and 
amount of land damages in each instance. 


(d) A list of betterments assessed during the year. 


ARTICLE IV. Water Commissioners 


Section 1. The water commissioners are authorized 
and directed to make minor extensions of water mains when, 
in their judgment, such action would be for the interest of 
the town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the 
funds in their hands, provided that not more than four thous- 

and dollars ($4,000) be expended on such extension in any one 
year. 


ARTICLE V. Highway Surveyor. 


Section 1. The highway surveyor shall have authority to 
award contracts for building new roads. 


ARTICLE VI. Transportation. 


Section 1. No elected officer of the town of Falmouth 
shall receive any compensation for transportation within the 
limits of the town. 


Section 2. When any officer or member of any board, paid 
or unpaid, is called upon to go to any point outside the town 
of Falmouth on official business connected with the duties of 
his office, he shall be entitled to receive pay on the following 
basis: If he travels by rail or by water, he shall be allowed the 
amount of his fare; if he travels by motor vehicle, he shall be 
allowed at the rate of five (5) cents per mile of travel. 
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Section 3. Where it is necessary to transport by automo- 
bile or truck any laborers employed by any department of 
the Town, (a) the expense incurred shall be charged in as 
“transportation of labor”; (b) all charges for transportation 
of labor shall be made on the basis of so much per hour or 
per day for the actual time consumed by the conveyance in 
transporting the labor; (c) all expenses for transportation of 
labor shall be charged against the appropriation for that par- 
ticular work on which the transported laborers are employed. 


Section 4. Any automobile or truck employed by the town 
and carrying one or more laborers whose work is connected 
directly with the operation of the truck, or any apparatus or 
materials carried by the truck, shall be charged under “truck- 
ing” at so much per hour or day, and shall not be entitled to 
any additional charges for transportation of labor. 


ARTICLE VII. General 


Section 1. At any town meeting when special com- 
mittees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed nam- 
ing the compensation of the committee and also a sum of 
money for expenses of such committee, otherwise the select- 
men shall not draw orders on the treasurer for either services 
or expenses. 


Section 2. All departments are authorized and empow- 
ered to consult counsel at any time in connection with their 
duties. 


Section 3. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of 
the tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on 
orders countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 


Section 4. Any persons indebted to the town for poll 
taxes or otherwise shall have such debt deducted before pay- 
ment by the treasurer from any sum due him from the town 
for work on roads or for any other service performed. 
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Section 5. On all town work, for the performance of 
which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference 
always going to citizens, when other conditions of the situ- 
ation are equal. 


Section 6. All bids for advertised contracts of the town 
shall be returnable at the selectmen’s office at a given time 
and shall be publicly opened and read by one of the select- 
men at that time. 
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By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth 


The following constitute the by-laws of the Town of Fal- 
mouth, duly approved, (except the Zoning By-Law which is 
printed in a separate booklet.) 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of fifteen voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for 
the term of one year, five for the term of two years, and five 
for the term of three years, and thereafter five be elected an- 
nually. ‘They shall serve without compensation. The moder- 
ator shall at each meeting appoint a committee of three to 
retire and nominate the requisite number of voters, who shall 
if elected by the meeting, become members of the finance 
committee. 


Sect. 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said com- 
mitee may consider such questions with reference to the 
conduct of the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and 
may consult with any and all officers, boards, and committees 
of the town with reference to matters under their supervi- 
sion; they shall consider the various articles in the warrant 
for any annual or special meeting, called during their tenure 
of office, and shall make a report of their doings and recom- 
mendations to the town. 
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Sect. 3. The finance committee may hold hearings if in’ 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money 
unless authorized by vote of the town. 


Sect. 4. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the 
town. 


(Originally approved by the Attorney General, April 8, 
1911.) (Approved as amended by the Attorney General, March 
10, 1916). Revised in 1922. 


TRAFFIC BY-LAWS. 


Sect. 2. No persons having charge of a vehicle in a pub- 
lic street shall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the 
same as directed by a police officer, special officer, or traffic 
officer. 


Sect. 3. That for the violation of the foregoing regulations 
there shall be a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each offense. 


(Approved by the Attorney General. April 9, 1925). 


Sect. 4. No vehicle shall stop or stand within the inter- 
section of any street, nor within ten feet of a corner or post 
hydrant or within twenty feet of the entrance of any fire 
station. 


Sec. 5. Upon approach of fire apparatus, the driver of a 
vehicle of any description shall immediately drive his vehicle 
as far as possible to his right hand side of the street and keep 
said vehicle stationary until such apparatus shall have passed 
a distance of three hundred feet beyond. 


Sect. 6. No vehicle shall approach closer than three hun- 
dred feet of a piece of fire apparatus if traveling in the same 
direction. 
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Sect. 7. No driver of any vehicle shall park, drive or leave 
a vehicle unattended within three hundred feet of a fire; or 
fire lines, if established by the fire or police departments. 


Sect. 8. In case of fire, the fire department, their officers 
and members with their machines and equipment shall have 
the right of way in all public streets and ways of the town as 
against all other persons, and no person shall hinder or ob- 
struct them in free passage therein, nor drive over any hose 
lines belonging to the department with any vehicle of any de- 
scription, or remove, injure or in any manner disturb the 
members thereof, their machines, hose or equipment when 
stationed or laid at a fire, except under the sole direction of 
the officer in command of the Fire Department. 


Sect. 9. Any persons violating any of the provisions of 
these by-laws or regulations shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than twenty dollars. 


Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Police to be 
present at all fires, or in his absence some officer or officers 
of the Police Department, for such duty to enforce the above 
regulations. 


(Approved by the Attorney General Sept. 17, 1928). 


PLANNING BOARD BY-LAWS AND REGULATIONS 


Sect. 1. A board of twelve members is hereby created and 
established to be known as the Planning Board. Four members 
of the board shall be elected at the annual town meeting in 
each year to serve for the term of three years. 


Sect. 2. Vacancies occurring in the board shall be filled 
until the next annual meeting by appointment by the board of 
selectmen, and at the annual meeting the vacancy shall be 
filled by election for the unexpired term. 
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Sect. 3. The duties of such board shall be such as are 
stated in Chapter forty-one, Sections seventy to seventy-two, 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth, and further to 
consider and advise upon municipal improvements either at 
the request of other officials of the town or upon its own ini- 
tiative. The board shall meet at regular intervals. It may 
also hold public meetings. It shall at all times have access 
to all public documents or information in the possession of 
any town official or department. It shall examine the plans 
for the exterior of any public building, monument or similar 
feature, and for the development and treatment of the 
grounds about the same before the adoption thereof, and may 
make such recommendations thereon as it may deem need- 
ful. It may make investigations and studies relative to new 
street and park developments. It may provide for public lec- 
tures and other educational work in connection with its re- 
commendations. Said board may incur expenses necessary to 
the carrying on of its work within the amount of its annual 
appropriations. 


Sect 4. All plans for laying out, extending, discontinu- 
ing or changing the limits of any street, public park or square, 
and every purchase of land for the site of any public building, 
and all plans for the location, erection or alteration of public 
buildings, shall be submitted to said board for its opinion at 
least two weeks in advance of action by the board of select- 
men. 


Sect. 5. Such boards shall make a report to the town an- 
nually, giving information regarding the conditions of the 
town and any plans or proposals for the development of the 
town and estimates of the cost thereof. Such report shall be 
sent to the selectmen not later than such time in January in — 
each year as selectmen may prescribe or as may be prescribed 
by law in force relative to reports, and a copy thereof shall be 
filed with the Massachusetts department of public welfare.. 

(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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BY-LAW AS TO GUARANTEE OF WATER MAIN 
EXTENSIONS 


All future extensions of the water mains, except such as 
in the opinion of the Water Commissioners are necessary to 
improve the system shall be under a guarantee of not less 
than nine percent annual income unless the town shall decide 
otherwise by a two-thirds vote at an annual meeting. 


(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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FIRE PREVENTION BY-LAWS IN BUILDINGS 


Section 1. Chimneys. 


Par. I. All chimneys hereafter built in any building, used 
for habitation, business, or for public assembly, shall be built 
of brick or other incombustible material, constructed from the 
ground up and not supported or hung in any way by wood or 
other combustible material. 


Par. 2. All chimney shall have a terra-cotta flue lining, 
unless the chimney walls are 8 inches or more in thickness 
and shall be carried up to at least 1 ft. above the highest point 
of the roof. 


Par. 3. No smoke pipe or metal flue shall pass through 
any wooden partition without a safety thimble of fire-proof 
material, the thickness of the partition. 


Section 2. Fire Stops. 


Par. 1. All buildings used for habitation, business or for 
public assembly hereafter erected, shall have fire stops in the 
material composed of some incombustible material, set with 
mortar in the following manner: 


(a) IN BRICK OR STONE BUILDINGS: the space be- 
tween the furring on the walls and between the studding of 
all partitions shall be filled solid and flush to a height of 1 
inch above the floor partition in each story. The space be- 
tween such partitions of all floor joists as rest on partition 
heads shall also be filled to the same width as the studding 
above. 


(ob) IN WOODEN BUILDINGS: the spaces between the 
studs of bearing partitions in the lst story, between the studs 
of each exterior wall in the Ist story as carry the end of floor 
joists, shall severally be stopped by solid filling up to at least 
the level of the finished floor; also all the spaces between the 
floor joists directly above a bearing partition in whatever 
story constructed, shall be severally filled with such solid fill- 
ing, in all cases, so as to effectively check any draft from one 
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story, to another or from the horizontal spaces between the 
floor joists to the vertical spaces in the walls and partitions. 


(c) IN ALL BUILDINGS: the spaces between the strings 
of stairs and joists of landings, unless unceiled, shall be fire 
stopped to prevent the passage of air. 


(d) THE SPACES AROUND CHIMNEYS OR OTHER 
FLUES: and other flues inside of studdings or furring, making 
an air duct, are to be thoroughly fire stopped with suitable 
incombustible material. 


Par. 2. This shall not apply to temporary buildings or 
other small buildings, not used for habitation, or which may 
be maintained during the course of the erection of a perman- 
ent structure. 


Section 6. Notification of Intent to Build, etc. 


Par. 1. Before the erection of any structure; or for any 
alteration or reconstruction, except ordinary repairs; the 
owner or builder shall notify the Building Inspector of the 
intent to build, reconstruct or alter. 


Par. 2. This shall not apply to small wooden buildings ° 


not to be used for the purpose of habitation, business or pub- 
lic assembly and not more than 10 ft. in length or breadth 
and 7 ft. in height. 


Section 7. Penalty. 7 


Par. 1. Whoever performs or causes to be performed any 
work or construction in violation of this By-Law or any part 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25 for 
each violation. 


Section 8. Authority of the Building Inspector. 


Par. 1. The Building Inspector, in the name of the town, 
may take such measures as the public safety requires, to car- 
ry this By-Law into effect. 


(Approved by the Attorney General on September 17, 
1928). F

BY-LAWS AS TO TOWN MEETINGS AND CONDUCT OF 
TOWN MEETINGS 


BY-LAW AS TO NOTICES OF TOWN MEETINGS 

Notice of every Town Meeting shall be given by posting 
a copy of the warrant therefor in every postoffice in the 
Town, at least seven days before the time appointed for such 
meeting. Such further notice of any Town Meetings may be 
given as the Selectmen deem proper. 

(Approved by the Attorney General, November 3, 1939.) 


ARTICLE 1. Town Meetings. 


Sect. 1. The annual town meeting shall be held on the 
first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in February. 


Sect. 2. The selectmen shall cause to be published in the 
local newspaper at least seven days before any special town 
meetings the recommendations and estimates of all commit- 
tees (except the finance committee) relating to the expendi- 
ture of money, upon which action is to be taken. 


Sect. 3. The articles shall be considered in the order in 
which they appear in the warrant. Articles calling for appro- 
priations shall be grouped together in the warrant and those 
articles referred from previous town meetings shall take an 
early place in the warrant. 


Section 4. 


(a) The main body of the house shall be reserved for reg- 
istered voters, all others to use the gallery or seats on the 
platform. 


(b) If any one voter rises in his place and questions a “yea 
and nay” vote, without further discussion a hand vote shall 
be taken. 


(c) All articles shall be considered in the order in which 
they appear in the warrant. 
(Approved by the Attorney General April 17, 1925.) 


BY-LAW AS TO JUNK COLLECTORS AND DEALERS. 


Sect. 1. Every dealer in and keeper of a shop for the pur- 
chase, sale or barter of junk, old metals or second-hand arti- 
cles in this town shall be licensed. 


Sect. 2. Every collector of junk, old metals and second- 
hand articles in this town shall be licensed. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, May 13, 1919.) 
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REGULATIONS GOVERNING HAWKERS AND PEDLERS OF 
MEATS, BUTTER, CHEESE, FISH, AND FRESH 
FRUIT OR VEGETABLES 


- Section 1. No person, unless duly licensed by the Director 
of Standards of the Commonwealth, shall go from place to 
place in this town selling or bartering, or carrying or expos- 
ing for sale or barter, any meats, butter, cheese, fish, or fresh 
fruit or vegetables, in or from any cart, wagon or other vehi- 
cle, or in any other manner, without a license therefor from 
the Board of Selectmen provided, however, that this section 
shall not apply to any person who sells only fruits or vege- 
tables obtained by his own labor or the labor of his family. 


Sect. 2. The Board of Selectmen shall have authority to 
grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intention to become, 
a citizen of the United States. Said licenses, unless sooner 
revoked by the Board of Selectmen, shall expire on the thir- 
tieth day of April after the granting thereof, and each person 
so licensed shall pay therefor a fee of $5.00. 


Sect. 3. Every hawker and pedler licensed by the Board 
of Selectmen shall be assigned a number and shall be provided 
by the Town Clerk with a badge which shall be conspicuously 
worn by him. No person shall be assigned a badge or number 
until he presents a certificate from the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures stating that all weighing and measuring devices in- 
tended to be used by such person have been duly inspected 
and sealed as required by law. Whoever neglects to wear such 
badge, or wears it without authority, shall be punished by the 
penalty provided in section 6 of these regulations. 


Sect. 4. No person hawking, peddling or carrying or ex- 
posing any articles for sale shall cry his wares to the disturb- 
ance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
or otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean and do not leak. 
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Sect. 5. Any license granted under these regulations or 
any regulation amendatory or additional thereto may be re- 
voked by the Selectmen. 


Sect. 6. Whoever violates any provision of these regula- 
tions shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dol- 
lars for each offense. 


Sect. 7. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a li- 
censee as a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number 
plate, to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing 
the number and date of expiration of such license. 


Sect. 8. No persons shall be registered or assigned a badge 
or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of 
his registration. 


Sect. 9. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 


Sect. 10. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
- by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the same.) 


Sect. 11. Whoever violates any provision of these by-laws 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offense. 


Sect. 12. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed. 


(Approved by Attorney General, May 13, 1919). 
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BY-LAW AS TO TOWN CONTRACTS 


On all contracts for labor, materials, supplies, equipment, 
merchandise or other articles wherein the amount involved is 
$500 or more, the Board, Department, Committee or Officials 
of the Town in charge of the expenditure of such money shall 
be required to submit the awarding of the same to public bid 
and no expenditure shall be permitted of $500 or in excess 
thereof unless the same shall have been awarded upon public 
bid. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, March 31, 1941). 


BY-LAW ESTABLISHING HOURS OF DUTY FOR FIREMEN 


1. Each regularly employed fireman shall be entitled, 
without loss of pay, to twenty-four hours’ leave from duty 
during each seventy-two (72) consecutive hours. 


2. The arrangement and designation of twenty-four 
hours’ leave from duty as aforesaid shall be on the par- 
ticular or specific hours designated by the Board of Fire En- 
gineers arranged so that the efficiency of the Fire Depart- 
ment shall not be lessened thereby. 


3. Notwithstanding the foregoing provision as to twenty- 
four hours’ leave from duty out of every seventy-two (72) 
the regularly employed firemen of the town shall be subject 
to immediate recall to duty at any time on emergency signal 
of the Chief or Acting Chief of the Fire Department. 


(Approved by the Attorney General on Feb. 21, 1934). 
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Rules For Ambulance Service 


1. Before accompanying a patient to the hospital on the 
ambulance the patient must first be seen by a doctor, and a 
nurse must have an order direct from the doctor, with diag- 
nosis and condition of patient. Emergency accident cases not 
included in this requirement. 

2. Only residents of the township of Falmouth may be ac- 
companied by a Falmouth nurse. This excludes patients from 
Nantucket, the Vineyard, or Naushon, who may land at 
Woods Hole requiring ambulance transportation. 

3. On a return trip from the hospital, no patient may be 
taken home without first obtaining orders direct from the 
doctor. , 

4, Patients with diphtheria, scarlet fever, typhoid, polio- 
mylitis or meningitis shall not be accompanied by the visit- 
ing nurse. 

5. The ambulance to call for the nurse at the Health Cen- 
ter except in emergencies when she will go directly to the 
scene of an accident if the doctor so wishes. 

6. Charges for transportation to surrounding hospitals 
are: Hyannis $10, Wareham $10, New Bedford $15, Boston $25 
for residents—this. fee to be doubled for non-residents—also 
charge for Driver’s and Nurse’s meals to be included if trips 
occur during their regular meal hour. 

7. If the ambulance is ordered for a patient, who in the 
judgment of the nurse does not require ambulance trans- 
portation, she may on her return report the case to the super- 
vising nurse. 

8. A charge of 75 cents per hour is charged for this serv- 
ice from the time the nurse leaves the Health Center until 
she returns. 

9. On Sundays and holidays the nurse shall accompany 
emergency cases only. 

10. The ambulance may be called only by members of the 
police department, the fire department, or a local physician. 
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
